FAETT  WAKES  AWD  FABTT  SPIRIT. 
Another  Presidential  election  is  near  at 
hand.  The  event  so  long  expected  is  close 
upon  ns.  The  candidates  are  in  the  field 
and  the  campaign  is  fairly  begun.  It  is  a 
part  of  our  political  system,  that  the  whole 
administration  of  the  Government  shall  be 
referred  td  the  people  every  four  years,  and 
the  reountenoe  of  this  period  always  pro¬ 
duces  great  excitement.  This  is  but  natnr- 
aL  Even  if  there  were  no  important  ques¬ 
tions  at  stake,  the  mere  strife  of  parties 
eager  for  office  would  of  itself  cause  a  high 
degree  of  popular  commotion.  This,  how¬ 
ever,  does  not  commonly  survive  the  period 
of  the  election.  That  once  over,  the  result 
is  accepted  without  complaint,  the  nation 
bows  to  the  will  of  the  majority,  the  new 
government  is  duly  inaugurated,  and  every¬ 
thing  goes  on  smoothly  as  before. 

But  this  year,  on  account  of  the  great 
issues  which  have  grown  out  of  the  war,  the 
election  has  new  elements  of  interest, 
which  produce  a  wider  and  a  deeper  feel¬ 
ing  than  ever  before.  New  questions  are 
at  stake,  and  new  passions  aroused ;  the 
spirit  of  party  waxes  hotter  and  hotter ; 
and  the  next  six  weeks  will  probably  wit 
ness  the  most  exciting  contest  in  all  our 
political  history. 

Into  this  contest,  as  a  strife  between  two 
great  patties,  it  is  not  the  province  of  this 
jounxal  to  enter.  The  Evangxust  is  not  a 
political  newspaper.  It  never  was,  and 
never  will  be,  tied  to  any  party,  bound  to 
support  its  men  or  its  measures,  right  or 
wrong.  But  it  is  now  and  always  for  the 
oonsTBT— for  law  and  order— for  oonstitut 
ed  government  against  treason  and  rebel¬ 
lion.  As  such  it  has  aimed  to  do  its  duty 
during  the  past  four  eventful  years. 

Our  object  now,  in  referring  to  the  elec¬ 
tion,  is  not  to  discuss  platforms  or  candi 
dates,  but  to  say  a  few  words  to  Ohristian 
men  of  all  parties  as  to  the  $pirit  in  which 
they  should  enter  into  this  contest.  We  do 
not  assume  to  say  whom  they  ought  to  vote 
for,  but  we  do  ask  them  to  set  about  the 
exercise  of  their  political  rights  in  a  spirit 
of  soberness— not  as  men  who  are  blind 
with  party  zeal,  but  as  men  of  reason  and 
intelligence ;  who  love  their  country  above 
•11  things,  except  their  God,  and  who  are 
ready  to  sacrifice  every  personal  feeling 
and  every  private  interest  for  the  public 
good. 

Especially  do  we  entreat  Ohristian  men 
to  fkbstain  from  all  violence — not  only  vio- 


We  have  heard  so  often  these  prophecies  of 
min,  that  we  are  not  so  easily  terrified  as 
we  once  were.  Even  now  we  meet  every 
day  men  of  the  most  extreme  political 
opinions — who  tell  ns,  not  only  with  every 
mark  of  sincerity,  but  almost  with  tears, 
that  if  iheir  party  does  not  succeed,  the 
country  is  rained.  Each  party  declares 
that  it  is  the  only  hope  of  the  country,  and 
that  if  it  does  not  carry  the  election,  the 
great  experiment  of  self-government  is  a 
failure  ;  the  Republic  will  perish  like  those 
of  ancient  Greece  and  Rome.  Poor  coun¬ 
try  I  Thus  doomed  to  be  destroyed  which¬ 
ever  way  it  turns. 

We  protest  against  this  language  and  this 
spirit  of  despair.  We  have  more  faith  in 
the  Republic  and  in  the  God  who  watches 
over  it.  We  do  not  believe  that  it  will  per¬ 
ish  in  either  case.  We  believe  it  has  too 
much  vitality  thus  to  die ;  and  that  the 
force  of  events— more  powerful  than  plat¬ 
forms — will  compel  whoever  is  President  to 
oa^  on  the  war  till  the  Rebellion  is  utter¬ 
ly  subdued.  Events  are  stronger  than 
tricky  politicians,  and  we  do  not  believe 
that  it  could  ever  be  possible  for  the  man¬ 
hood  of  the  nation  to  submit  to  a  peace 
which  should  involve  disunion. 

Therefore  do  we  believe  that  the  Union 
will  stand,  whoever  is  President  for  the 
next  four  years.  As  to  threats  of  Rev¬ 
olution  at  ^e  North,  we  do  not  share  in 
the  fears  of  such  an  issue  being  raised 
here.  Desperate  men  may  indeed  get  up 
mobs  and  riots  in  our  large  cities,  and  pro¬ 
duce  for  a  time  scenes  of  disorder,  but  the 
loyal  heart  of  the  North,  which  has  sent 
forth  a  million  of  men  to  subdue  Rebellion 
at  the  South,  is  not  going  to  submit  to  an¬ 
archy  at  home. 

But  what  we  do  fear  is  that  unkind  feel¬ 
ing — the  fruit  of  party  strife,  and  inflimed 
by  mutual  reproaches,  till  it  grows  into  bit¬ 
terness  and  hatred — will  linger  long  after 
the  Rebellion  is  subdued,  and  be  the  seed 
of  future  troubles.  Therefore  it  is,  that 
we  urge  and  entreat  men  of  all  parties — es¬ 
pecially  "those  who  hold  and  call  them¬ 
selves  Christians,”  in  entering  into  this 
most  exciting  canvass,  to  exercise  a  spirit 
of  calmness  and  forbearance.  This  is  no 
time  to  sow  the  seed  of  future  bitterness, 
it  may  be  of  future  wars.  The  country  has 
need  of  all  her  children  now.  Therefore, 
while  we  aim  to  do  our  duty  faithfully,  let 
ns  show  to  others  the  same  candor  and  fair¬ 
ness  that  we  ask  for  ourselves.  1(  we  thus 
treat  each  other  with  mutual  respect,  we 
shall  at  least  preserve  fraternal  feeling 
at  the  North,  and  when  the  election  is  over, 
whatever  the  result,  we  shall  be  able  to 
unite  as  fallow  citizens  in  efforts  for  the 
good  of  our  common  country.

FEELIEG  or  EEOLAND  TOWARDS  AKSBIGA. 

Wo  have  now  in  this  country  an  English¬ 
man  who  will  be  received,  as  he  deserves, 
with  a  truly  national  welcome.  This  is 
Prof.  Goldwin  Bmith,  of  the  University  of 
Oxford,  who  is  one  of  the  very  few  men  of 
the  higher  classes  in  Eagland  who  have  de¬ 
fended  our  cause  stoutly  from  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  our  struggle.  His  name  is  associat¬ 
ed  with  those  of  Richard  Oobden  and  John 
Bright.  He  has  now  come  across  the  At¬ 
lantic  to  see  America  for  himself,  to  learn 
the  prospebts  of  the  war,  and  to  see  the  na¬ 
tion  pass  through  the  crisis  of  a  Presiden¬ 
tial  election.  A  few  days  since  he  was  pres¬ 
ent  at  the  Commencement  at  Brown  Uni¬ 
versity,  in  Providence,  and  received  from 
that  institution  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Laws.  In  a  short  speech  acknowledgiog 
the  courtesy,  he  spoke  thus  of  the  feeling 
which  existed  among  the  different  classes 
in  England  towards  this  country  : 

I  most  heartily  thank  yon  for  the  com¬ 
pliment  you  have  kindly  paid  me  and  the 
great  University,  the  elder  sister  of  this  in¬ 
stitution,  whom  I  have  the  honor  to  serve. 

[  am  no  practised  orator  myself.  I  am  a 
student,  not  an  orator,  and  the  only  public 
meeting  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  address 
was  the  great  meeting  in  the  Free  Trade 
Hall  in  Manchester,  England,  to  protest 
against  the  outrage  of  sending  forth  the 
Alabama,  .  .  . 

It  is  true  there  have  been  causes  of  es¬ 
trangement,  and  I  am  afraid  that  in  this 
great  struggle  you  have  too  mush  reason  to 
complain,  not  only  of  a  want  of  sympathy, 
but  also  of  positive  antipathy.  But  this  is 
not  true  of  the  whole  people ;  it  is  true 
only  of  certain  classes,  and  that  it  is  true 
of  them  I  most  deeply  regret.  When  the 
Prince  of  Wales  visited  this  country,  he 
was  received  by  yon,  not  only  with  kind 
ness  and  courtesy,  bnt  with  cordiality  and 
enthusiasm,  and  you  might  have  hoped 
that  throughout  England  a  deep  sympathy 
would  have  been  manifested  in  behalf  of 
your  cause.  Unhappily  dark  clouds  have 
now  come  between  ns  which  I  trust  time 
may  dispeL 

"  Ton  must  not  think,  however,  that  the 
nation  is  against  yon,  though  it  were  idle 
for  me  to  deny  that  the  privileged  classes, 
our  aristocracy  and  clergy,  have  been  op¬ 
posed  to  yon  in  this  struggle.  Ton  have 
been  a  standing  menace  to  them,  not  in  a 
military  sense,  but  in  a  moral  and  political 
sense.  Their  instinct  teaches  this,  no  mat¬ 
ter  what  their  lips  may  say.  They  know 
that  your  principles  are  certain  to  endure  ; 
they  know  that  their  doom  is  linked  with 
the  destiny  of  this  nation,  and  that  it  is 
opening  a  political  future  which  shall  over¬ 
throw  their  schemes  of  power.  I  do  not  say 
that  they  could  not  feel  otherwise  than  they 
do,  but  it  would  be  unnatural  that  they 
should,  while  they  realize  so  keenly  the 
tendency  of  your  institutions.  The  feeling 
is  not  one  of  malignity,  bnt  of  natural  op¬ 
position  to  your  political  views  and  theories 
of  government. 

"  Believe  me,  too,  there  are  other  gentle¬ 
men  ashamed  of  the  language  which  has 
been  used  by  a  portion  of  their  country¬ 
men.  When  we  come  to  the  middle  classes 
there  is  a  better  feeling.  This,  it  is  true, 
is  not  what  we  might  have  expected.  They 
are  very  rich,  and  their  wealth  has  made 
them  indifferent  to  what  would  once  have 
greatly  moved  them,  and  I  fear,  although 
1  ana  almost  ashamed  to  say  it,  that  some  of 
them  are  not  above  the  feeling  that  it  is 
most  genteel  to  agree  with  those  who  are 
hostile  to  you.  The  feeling  of  this  class  is 
not  a  feeling  of  real  hostility,  however. 

"  The  London  Telegraph  is  the  great  pa 
per  of  the  middle  class.  It  has  a  circula¬ 
tion  nearly  treble  that  of  the  London  Times 
It  has  been  against  the  war,  but  not  in  hos¬ 
tility  to  this  country  and  its  free  institu¬ 
tions  ;  and  such  is  the  character  of  much 
of  the  war  talk  which  you  read.  I  have 
now  with  me,  I  believe,  a  letter  from  one 
whom  you  know  to  be  one  of  the  best 
friends  of  America,  my  honored  friend  Mr. 
Bright,  in  which  -  he  says,  if  he  envies  me 
my  visit  to  this  country  be  pities  me  also. 
Hu  sorrow  at  the  calamities  that  have  over¬ 
whelmed  yon  is  almost  anguish.  He  is 
truly  a  most  cordial  friend  of  this  nation. 
Others  may  feel  with  equal  strength  that 
this  war  is  a  calamity,  and  express  that 
feeling,  and  yet  they  may  be,  like  him,  the 
friends  of  your  cause. 

"  Bnt  let  ns  come  down  a  little  further  in 
the  strata  of  Eoglish  society;  let  ns  come 
down  to  the  masoep,  the  lower  middle  class, 
as  we  call  them,  among  whom  are  a  great 
number  of  non-conformists,  who  are  a  class 
friendly  to  this  country,  whether  actually 
in  favor  of  the  war  I  cannot  say.  If  we 
come  down  to  the  laboring  classes,  those  who 
are  agricultural  laborers,  a  kind  of  peas 
antry,  are  scarcely  above  the  condition  of 
medimval  serfdom;  they  have  the  least  idea 
of  pohtioal  rights  and  privileges.  Bnt  of 


FBOK  A  COUETBT  FIRESIDE. 

OsEBinnEU)  Hnx,  Oonn.,  Sept  6,  1864. 

I  have  written  many  a  letter  through  these 
columns  to  a  "Country  Fireside”;  this 
evening  I  write  beside  one.  During  the 
dog-days  we  were  glad  to  gather  under  the 
maples  to  screen  us  from  the  beat;  to-night 
we  gather  eround  the  maple  to  screen  ns 
from  the  first  autumnal  ohilL  Next  to  the 
old  traditional  hickory  fire,  commend  me 
to  the  maple.  Both  are  redolent  of  early 
home-memories.  I  see  my  boyhood  again 
in  that  cheerful  fiame.  I  seem  to  hear  again 
the  voices  of  the  past  in  the  crackling  of 
the  forestiok  and  in  the  whirring  sound  with 
which  a  tongue  of  fiame  shoots  out  from 
that  maple  brand.  Now  a  basket  of  nuts,  a 
plate  of  spitzenbergs  or  greenings,  a  game 
of  "  fox  and  geese”  and  a  few  robber  stories 
or  riddles  from  the  old  family  servant  would 
complete  the  picture  of  our  early  delicious 
evenings  by  a  kitchen  fireside.  That  is  a 
boy’s  evening  paradise;  let  the  elder  folk 
stay  in  the  statelier  parlor  if  they  choose. 
Alas  for  city-bred  lads!  Amid  all  their  luxu¬ 
ries,  they  never  oan  have  known  the  luxury 
of  a  broad  generous  kitchen  fireside,  with 
its  row  of  spluttering  apples,  or  popping 
chestnuts  on  the  hearth,  with  its  sociable 
hickory  forestiok,  and  with  its  groups  of 
rollicking  children  getting  up  games  of 
"hide  and  seek”  among  the  closets, 
clothes-baskets  and  cupboards.  We  would 
not  exchange  such  a  childhood  with  its  ac¬ 
companiments  of  pure  air,  out-door  work, 
and  simple  sports  for  all  the  damask  and 
rose- wood  of  a  Fifth  Avenue  palace.  Bro¬ 
ther  Field  was  tight;  the  "  simple  joys”  are 
the  healthiest  and  most  long-lived  after 
all 

The  rain  drives  against  the  window-panes 
to-night.  The  wind  howls  in  the  chimney. 
The  Tankee  farmers  hereabouts  will  tell 
you  that  it  is  the  "equinoctial.”  Bnt  farm¬ 
ers  are  commonly  poor  meteorologists. 
Every  storm  in  March  or  September  passes 
for  an  equinoctial  with  somebody;  whereas 
it  was  long  ago  settle!  that  there  is  no  regu 
lar  change  of  weather  at  the  precise  time  of 
the  sun’s  passing  the  equinox.  Nor  is  there 
the  remotest  connection  between  the  moon 
and  the  weather.  The  celebrated  astron¬ 
omer  Bessel  tells  ns  that  after  thirty  years 
of  careful  observation,  he  ascertained  that 
the  moon  had  no  infiuenoe  in  producing 
either  heat  or  cold,  dry  weather  or  stormy. 
The  moon  "changes”  every  seven  days, 
and  if  there  is  a  fiuotuation  of  weather  within 

day  or  two  before  or  after  these  "  quarter-

What¬ 
ever  may  be  said  of  Mr.  Barnnm  elsewhere, 
he  has  been  the  bountiful  benefactor  of 
Bridgeport.  He  is  a  leading  citizen  in 
loyalty  and  philanthropy. 

Last  week  we  shared  bis  generous  hospi¬ 
tality  at  his  elegant  mansion  of  Lindencroft 
on  Fairfield  avenue.

Dublin’,  August  22,  1864 
I  wrote  yon  very  recently  that  we  had  just 
had  a  great  parade  in  Dublin,  on  occasion 
of  laying  a  foundation  stone  for  the  mon¬ 
ument  to  Daniel  O’Connell.  This,  you 
may  well  believe,  created  a  sensation,  not 
only  here,  bnt  throughout  Ireland.  The 
Irish,  Protestant  as  well  as  Oatholio,  are 
somewhat  given  to  "  demonstrations,”  and 
such  a  tribute  to  the  great  agitator  stirred 
the  blood  of  every  Orangeman  in  the  land. 
At  Belfast,  which  is  a  strongly  Protestant 
town,  the  popular  feeling  broke  out  into 
such  fury  that  they  burned  O’Connell  in 
effigy  with  all  possible  indignities.  It 
seems  the  procession  here  was  against  the 
law,  or  at  least  would  have  been  so  but  for 
the  mere  fact  that  the  Lord  Mayor  of  Dub¬ 
lin  headed  the  procession  !  This  divested 
it  of  its  illegal  character,  notwithstanding 
the  party  emblems  ;  and  the  fact  that  Dr. 
Cullen  and  his  clergy  took  part  in  it  gave  it 
a  sort  of  dignity  of  which  it  would  have 
been  divested  had  there  been  none  bnt 
Trades’  Unions  and  the  rabble  in  the  dis¬ 
play.  O’Connell  used  to  boast  that  "  he 
could  drive  a  coach  and  six  ”  through  any 
Act  of  Parliament ;  and  it  was  therefore 
perhaps  in  character  that  the  Lord  Mayor, 
the  Romish  priqiate  and  priests  should 
drive  a  coach  through  two  such  acts  while 
attempting  to  honor  his  memory. 

But  the  Belfast  men  were  not  wise  enough 
to  wait  for  their  opportunity,  such  as  they 
might  have  had  when  it  ehonld  be  proposed 
to  erect  a  statue  to  King  William  or  the 
Prince  Consort ;  then  they  might  test  the 
impartiality  of  the  Government ;  when 
they  might  have  had  their  Lord  Mayor, 
Protestant  and  Presbyterian  clergy,  and 
lay  notables  at  the  inauguration.  But  the 
Irish  blood  could  not  wait,  and  the  Orange¬ 
men  having  thus  insulted  the  memory  of 
O'Connell,  of  course  the  Ribbon  district  of 
the  town  sent  forth  a  host  to  avenge  the 
insult,  and  so  commenced  the  riots  in  Bel¬ 
fast.  Houses  were  wrecked ;  the  Brown 
street  schools,  among  the  oldest  and  most 
flourishing  in  Ireland,  smashed  while  the 
children  were  in  them  ;  Protestant  places 
of  worship  had  their  windows  demolished, 
and  an  immensity  of  property  destroyed  ; 
while  on  both  sides  there  were  not  a  few 
among  the  killed,  wounded,  and  missing. 
Bishop  Dorrian  and  the  Protestant  clergy 
preached  peace ;  bnt  when  "  Hate,  hot  from 
bell,  cried  havoc,  and  let  slip  the  dogs  of 
war,”  they  were  either  not  listened  to  or 
not  regarded  ;  several  pitched  battles  were 
fought,  and  it  was  not  till  more  police  and 
military  were  concentrated  in  the  town  than 
would  have  been  sufficient  to  defeat  the  en 
tire  army  of  congregated  Feaians,  that 
something  like  order  was  restored. 

Meetings  to  protest  against  the  Dublin 
procession  were  held  in  Cork,  Dundalk,  and 
some  other  places,  and  of  oonrse  there  were 
rows ;  bnt  nothing  more  serious  than  the 
revival  of  qfotarian  hatred  and  embittered 
party  feeling,  which  it  will  take  some  time 
to  allay.

His  poems,  which  embrace  many  popnlsn 
lyrical  and  satirical  pieces,  we  bdieve  have 
never  been  collected,  bnt  are  found  scatter¬ 
ed  through  the  recent  periodical  literature 
of  the  country.

^e  Observer  pays  a  fitting  tribnte  to 
the  character  and  services  of  onr  widely 
lamented  brother,  Rev.  Russell  S.  Cook. 
We  add  a  paragraph  or  two  to  the  notice 
already  given  fa  our  columus: 

He  was  born  in  New  Marlboro,  Mass., 
and  without  pursuiog  a  coUege  coarse  of 
study,  be  went  to  Aabnm  Theological  Sem¬ 
inary,  and  there  prepared  for  the  Gospel 
ministry.  His  first  and  only  settlement 
was  in  Lanesboro’,  in  his  native  coonty. 
Yonng,  ardent,  and  energetic,  in  thO  pul¬ 
pit  and  ont  of  it,  he  was  in  1838  compelled 
by  disease  of  the  throat  to  desist  from 
pnblic  speaking.  Bat  be  could  not  be  idle. 
Finding  nsefnl  ocenpation  in  the  circolation 
of  the  volnsies  pnblished  by  the  American 
Tract  Society,  he  visited  the  chief  cities  of 
New  England,  and  even  the  remote  States 
of  Georgia  and  South  Carolina,  and  every¬ 
where  succeeded  in  awakening  intense  inter¬ 
est  in  the  object,  and  astonishing  the  relig- 
ioos  public  by  the  greatness  of  the  results 
he  accomplished.  The  peculiar  qualifica¬ 
tions  of  the  man  for  this  field  of  labor  were 
suddenly  and  surprisfagly  developed.  The 
next  year,  1839,  he  was  elected  Corre¬ 
sponding  Secretary  of  the  American  Tract 
Society,  and  was  immediately  associated 
with  Messrs.  HsJleck  and  Eastman  fa  the 
management  of  the  vast  work  of  that  in¬ 
stitution.  In  1841  Mr.  Cook  embarked 
the  Society  in  the  distinctive  colportage  en¬ 
terprise,  setting  on  foot  a  sjstem  of  im¬ 
mense  proportions  and  minute  detaO,  by 
which  an  army  of  men  were  sent  into  the 
destitute  parts  of  the  land,  and  among  the 
cities  and  villages  also,  carrying  every¬ 
where  the  precions  trnths  of  the  Gospel 
pnblished  by  the  Society.  He  personally 
visited  the  remoteit  reg;ions ;  gathered  the 
colporters  fa  convention ;  fired  their  hearts 
with  his  fervid  appeals ;  guided  their  ope¬ 
rations  ;  collected  the  resnlts  ;  stirred  the 
pnblic  ^nd  with  his  reports,  and  facts, 
and  arguments,  and  made  the  work  one 
of  the  most  commanding  and  powerM 
among  the  religions  movements  of  the 
age. 

The  talents  with  which  Mr.  Cook  was 
endowed  were  of  a  remarkable  order.  He 
had  great  executive  ability,  a  power  of  in¬ 
venting  ways  and  means  to  accomplish  re- 
snlts,  and  a  rare  facnlty  of  selecting  the 
best  agents  to  do  the  appointed  work.  En¬ 
listing  others  to  act  with  hhn,  he  inspired 
them  with  something  of  bis  own  zsal,  and 
pnabed  forward  the  work  with  onceas- 
ing  effort  to  its  great  end.  Sneh  a  man 
could  not  be  expected  to  last  to  old  age, 
but  he  had  the  saperincombent  load  of 
feeble  health  to  carry  from  youth  up.  He 
was  long  supposed  to  have  the  consump¬ 
tion,  and  yet  his  energy  was  so  great  that 
he  fought  on  and  on  when  most  men  would 
have  sneenmbed.  Last  Spring  it  was  so 
evident  that  he  was  declining,  be  went  to 
Florida,  in  the  faint  hope  that  a  South¬ 
ern  climate  wonld  prove  of  benefit  to 
him,  but  it  was  too  late.  He  had  finish¬ 
ed  bis  work  on  earth :  a  life  of  nsefnl- 
ness  far  greater  than  most  men  are  per- 
,  mitted  to  accomplish ;  and  as  he  rests 
from  his  labors,  we  ^may  well  say  that 
his  works  follow  him  with  their  testimony 
to  his  fidelity  and  devotion  while  life  re¬ 
mained. 

He  was  visiting  his  friend,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Ganse,  of  this  city,  at  his  Summer  resi¬ 
dence  in  Pleasant  Valley,  Dutchess  county, 
N.  Y.,  and  was  able  to  ride  ont  daily,  and 
had  no  apprehension  of  immediate  dissoln- 
tion.

Plumbago  on  Lako  Bnporior. — According  to 
the  Detroit  Advertiser,  another  extraordi¬ 
nary  mineral  disoovmry  hss  been  made  on 
Lake  Superior,  being  no  less  than  a  rich 
mine  of  plumbago  (graphite),  It  was  found 
on  the  tract  of  the  Marquette  Silver  Mining 
Company,  and  it  is  said  that  Prof.  OsEsels,  ! 
of  Cleveland,  who  has  made  an  assay,  pro- 
nonnoes  it  the  best  plumbago  he  ever  saw,  < 
and  if  it  is  plentiful,  the  mine  is  worth  more 
than  any  gold  mine  in  the  country.  Capt.  ' 
Sweet,  who  is  familiar  with  the  ground, 
says  the  mine  is  very  rich.  The  only  mine 
of  pure  plumbago  fit  for  the  beat  quality  of  i 
pencils  is  at  Cumberland,  England,  the  < 
working  of  which  is  conducted  with  extra¬ 
ordinary  secrecy.  There  are  several  mines 
of  very  inferior  graphite  found  in  this  coun¬ 
try,  the  product  of  which  is  used  in  the 
manufacture  of  crucibles,  and  for  other 
uses  in  manufactures.  None  of  it  is  fit  for 
pencU'r,  The  Silver  Lead  region  of  Lake 
Saperior  must  be  a  wonderful  place  if  all 
the  “  discoveries  ”  located  on  it  amount  to 
anything.  Lead,  silver,  gold,  and  plumbago 
appear  to  put  the  discoverers  in  doubt  as  to 
which  they  shall  mine  for  firsk  Iron  is 
close  by  and  copper  not  far  off.  All  that  is 
needed  now  to  complete  the  discoveries  is 
tin. — Scientific  American.

This  vener¬ 
able  weapon  is  now  in  the  Patent  Office  at 
Washington,  and  sill  bears  the  imprint  of 
the  maker’s  name,  in  these  words:  ‘J. 
Bailey,  Fishkill.’  ” 

Yiolsnt  Storms, — ^Letters  from  Ohio  and 
Kentucky  make  mention  of  a  tremendous 
storm  which  prevuled  there  on  Thursday, 
the  25th  ult.  At  Columbus  the  storm  raged 
with  great  fury.  Trees  were  uprooted,  and 
the  streets  of  the  city  flooded  with  water. 
At  Cincinnati  the  rain  fell  in  torrents,^  ac¬ 
companied  by  heavy  thnn^  and  virid 
lightning.  The  Indianapolis  and  Cincin¬ 
nati  train,  which  left  at  four  o’clock,  was 
blown  off  the  track  when  within  thirteen 
miles  of  Lswrencebnrgh,  and  the  oars  were 
tumbled  down  an  embankment  of  twelve 
feet.  It  is  reported  uiat  some  twenty  per¬ 
sons  were  wounded.  At  Louisville,  s^t- 
ling  peals  of  thunder  and  most  vivid 
lightning  were  its  accompaniments  and  sev- 
e^  buildings  were  damaged.  A  larger 
quantity  of  water  has  fallen  than  was  ever 
known  before  to  fall  in  a  single  day.  The 
train  from  Nashville  was  delayed  an  hour 
and  a  half,  coming  part  of  the  way  through 
the  water  np  to  the  oar  axles.-  ^  This  will 
temporarily  assist  river  navigation. 

Farther  west,  in  the  new  mining  regions 
they  have  had  a  severe  wind,  rain,  and  hail 
storm.  It  passed  over  the  Boise  mining 
region,  Idaho,  on  the  27 ih  ult  At  Idaho 
City  the  large  hotel  which  bad  been  in  pro¬ 
cess  of  erection  there  all  Summer,  was 
blown  down  and  almost  entirely  ruined. 
Several  other  buildings  were  also  unroofed 
and  blown  down  in  that  town.  In  Centre- 
ville  and  other  mining  towns,  tha  storm 
was  equally  violent,  and  much  damage  was 
done  to  property.  Trees  were  blown  np 
by  the  roots  or  twisted  off  by  the  wind  from 
ten  to  twenty  feet  from  the  ground. 

At  Rushford,  in  this  State,  and  vicinity, 
a  damaging  flood  followed  the  heavy  rain 
of  the  middle  of  last  month.

Thb  Indian  Was.— On  the  16th  ulk,  near 
little  Blue  Station,  ninety  miles  West  of 
Marysville,  Kansas,  Capt.  Murphy,  of  the 
U.  S.  Volunteers,  Iowa  cavalry,  with  one 
piece  of  artille^  and  a  company  of  militia, 
fought  the  Indians  for  four  hours,  and  final¬ 
ly  had  to*  retreat  to  Fort  Kearny,  and  the 
militia  returned  home,  not  being  able  to 
compete  with  so  large  a  force.  About  600 
Indians,  led  by  white  men,  were  engaged. 
They  h  ave  a  provision  train,  and  are  mounted. 

The  chief  force  moving  against  the  hos¬ 
tile  Indians  is  under  Gen.  Sully,  and  con¬ 
sists  of  3000  well  mounted  men,  armed  and 
equipped  in  the  best  style,  and  has  twelve 
howitzers  with  a  sufficient  supply  of  Am¬ 
munition  to  cover  all  the  contingenoies  of 
thq  campaign.  It  is  said  that  Gen.  Pope 
sent  them  for  the  double  purpose  of  fight¬ 
ing  the  Indians  and  to  act  as  escort  for  an 
emigrant  train  from  Wisconsin  to  the  Elk 
Horn  river  in  Idaho  Territory.  However 
this  may  be  they  have  encountered  the  sav¬ 
age  warriors,  and  intelligence  from  Fort 
Union  is  to  the  effect  that,  on  the  25th  of 
July,  a  band  of  5000  Indians  attacked  Gen. 
Bully’s  forces,  near  Knife  river.  The  In¬ 
dians  were  defeated,  with  a  loss  of  150. 
Our  loss  was  five  killed,  and  twenty  or  thir¬ 
ty  wounded.  Sully  pursued  the  enemy  to 
the  wooded  hills,  where  it  is  supposed  they 
will  resist  his  further  advance.  On  the 
same  day  three  Union  vessels — the  Genercd 
Grant,  Chippewa  Falls,  and  Alone — were 
fired  into  by  Indians  near  Glass  Hills,  six 
milM  from  the  month  of  the  Yellow  Stone. 
A  big  gun  opened  on  the  savages,  and  made 
them  “  skedaddle  ”  at  once.  On  the  29th 
of  July,  Fort  Union  was  attacked  by  In¬ 
dians,  who  were  repulsed  with  a  loss  of 
two  killed. 

The  Indians  are  said  to  be  gathering  in 
considerable  force  on  the  Upper  Missouri. 
Numerous  outrages  are  reported.  The  In¬ 
dians  scalp  the  wounded  and  killed,  and  all 
defenceless  persons,  and  dance  round  their 
victims,  and  have  commenced  a  war  of  ex¬ 
termination  that  precludes  our  forces  from 
showing  them  quarter.  Recently,  in  a 
Winnebago  camp  of  friendly  Indians,  four¬ 
teen  women  and  children  were  found  mas¬ 
sacred  by  the  Sioux  during  the  absence  of 
the  males. 

In  addition  to  the  above  a  telegram  via 
St.  Paul,  from  Gen.  Solly,  announces  a  de¬ 
cisive  victory  by  his  forces  over  1600  lodges 
of  hostile  Sioux,  near  little  Missouri  river, 
July  80th.  He  destroyed  immense  quanti¬ 
ties  of  their  provisions  and  property.  The 
dispatch  was  dated  Heart  &ver,  Aug.  2(1, 
indicating  that  the  expedition  is  returning 
to  Fort  Hi®®-  An  aocount  places  the  num¬ 
ber  of  hostile  savages  at  about  6000,  equal¬ 
ly  divided  by  the  Missouri  river,  and  ex¬ 
tending  back  to  the  Black  Hills. 

Rebel  Accounts  fbbtious  to  Shebhan’s 
Yiciobt.— A  correspondent  of  the  Aftssis- 
sippian  sketches  very  graphically  the  siege 
of  Atlanta.  We  copy  from  his  letter:  ‘‘  The 
trenches,  as  they  are  technically  and  fa¬ 
miliarly  dubbed,  are  impregnable.  It  might 
be  possible  for  a  heavy  massed  column  to 

fienetrate  them,  but  not,  without  immense 
OSS,  and  then  not  to  be  held.  The  works, 
which  were  admirably  located  at  first,  have 
been  materiaUy  strengthened,  and  the  as¬ 
saults  of  the  enemy  have  only  developed 
9ur  most  commanding  positions,  and  de¬ 
monstrated  where  the  engineer’s  skill  and 
the  miner’s  labor  could  be  employed  at 
best  advantage.  In  front  of  the  great  cir¬ 
cular  line  of  entrenchments  for  many  rods 
the  fields  are  broken  and  irregular,  dotted 
with  stumps  and  strewn  with  a  complete  tan¬ 
gle  of  tree  tops  and  branches,  forming  a 
barrier  against  approach.  In  front  of  the 
batteries  blind  pitfalls,  miniature  stookades 
and  palis^es,  and  chevaux  de  /rise  work  in 
all  directions,  make  a  net  work  out  of  whose 
entanglement  a  wild  fox  could  barely  es¬ 
cape.  By  the  time  a  charging  line  could 
pass  these  barriera,  under  a  tornado  of 
grapeshot,  shell,  and  minie,  the  line  would 
be  so  broken  and  reduced  as  to  be  totally 
ineffective.  The  works  are  almost  invulner¬ 
able,  and  every  day  adds  something  to  their 
strength,  and  the  soil  is  nnfavorable  to 
mining  operations.” 

The  Oolnmbns  (Ga. )  Times  gives  the  fol¬ 
lowing  view  of  the  siege  of  Atlanta:  ‘‘  On 
Wednesday  night  a  large  42-ponnd  shell 
entered  the  ^esbyterian  Church  on  Ma¬ 
rietta  street,  and  after  passing  through  the 
pulpit  exploded  in  the  basement  or  Sunday 
school  room.  Several  families  living  in  the 
vicinity  having  taken  refuge  there,  were 
more  or  less  stunned  or  injured  by  the  ex¬ 
plosion,  and  one  man  had  his  right  arm  ta¬ 
ken  off.  The  scene  in  the  room  was  fright¬ 
ful— it  was  after  midnight  and  all  the  in¬ 
mates  were  sleeping  peacefully,  perfectly 
confident  of  security.  Mothers  caught  np 
Iheir  children  hurriedly,  and  rushed  fran¬ 
tically  into  the  streets  screaming,  though 
without  any  definite  purpose  in  view,  save 
that  of  escaping  for  the  time  from  the  scene 
which  had  struck  anch  terror  into  thefr 
Bonla — and  there,  out  upon  the  open  streets 
they  stood  crouching,  with  their  little  fam¬ 
ilies  clinging  around  them,  and  knowing 
not  where  to  fly  for  safety.  Shell  after  shell 
in  rapid  snecession  came  screaming  through 
the  air,  and  as  the  light  of  each  terrific  ex¬ 
plosion— like  lightn’ng  flashes— quivered 
over  them,  the  figflre  of  one  pale-faced 
mother  could  be  d^ribed,  with  care  out¬ 
stretched  arms,  vainly  hoping  to  shield  her 
little  ones  from  the  falling  fragments.  O 
the  heartless  cmeliy  of  the  foe !  O  the 
mighty  depths  of  a  mother’s  love  I  Assist¬ 
ance  came  at  last,  however,  and  the  panic- 
stricken  women  and  children  were  huddled 
off  into  the  bomb-proofs  of  kind  neighbors 
in  more  secure  localities,  and  the  wounded 
properly  oared  for.” 

The  Richmond  papers  had  not  yet  heard 
of  the  evacuation  of  Atlanta.  A  despatch 
to  the  Enquirer  dated  Atlanta,  August  23d, 
states:  “The  past  few  days  in  this  belea¬ 
guered  city  have  not  been  fraught  with 
many  incidents  of  interest  The  incessant 
picket  firing,  the  constant  shrieking  of 
shells- which  occasionally  kill  a  woman, 
child,  or  negro  in  the  city- the  rumbling 
of  an  ambulance — now  and  then  bearing  a 
wounded  soldier  to  the  hospital— are  all 
that  break  the  almost  Sabbath-bke  stillness. 
The  citizens  who  have  remained  have  con- 
stmeted  in  their  yards  bomb  proof  cellars, 
in  which  their  families  live,  and  by  whioh 
they  are  effectually  protected  from  the 
shells.” 

The  Southwest.- General  Herron  has 
returned  from  an  expedition  to  Redwood, 
seventeen  miles  from  Baton  Rouge,  La.,  on 
the  Clinton  road,  where  he  had  a  fight  with 
the  enemy,  inflicting  a  loss  of  men, 
besides  destroying  a  large  amount  of  stores. 
Our  loss  was  about  thirty  killed  and  wound¬ 
ed.  Aa  exchange  of  about  100  prisoners 
recently  took  place  near  Baton  Rouge.

I  return  you  my  sincere  thanks  for 
this  very  elegant  copy  of  this  great  Book 
of  God  which  you  preseni” 

Ite  Howe  Miwijwiary  Work,  both  State  and 
Hational,  received  a  hearty  impulse  at  the 
anniversary  of  the  General  Association  of 
Hew  Hampehire  held  at  Manchester.  While 
an  the  speakers  did  nobly  bn  this  great  sub¬ 
ject,  carrying  the  large  audience,  Dr.  A.  D. 
Smith  eleotrifled  ik  Advocating  itinerat 
ing  missionary  labors  among  the  feeble  and 
exhorting  the  Pastors  of  the  stronger 
Ohurchee  to  leave  their  congregations  ooca- 
rionally  and  visit  and  preach  to  the  former, 
ba  turned  to  the  Society  and  said,  “Sir,  I 
win  gladly  spend  three  Sabbaths  in  the 
year  among  any  of  our  needy,  destitute 
Ghurohes  within  a  day’s  ride  of  the  Col¬ 
lege,  at  my  own  chargee,  that  you  may 
name  to  me.  If  any  are  more  retired  or 
surrounded  with  more  malignant  influenoee 
Hum  others,  send  me  to  them.  I  mean,  sir, 
just  as  I  say.”  This  deelaration,  uttered 
in  SB  es'^iest,  dignifled  manner,  thrilled 


the  audience,  and  no  doubt  awakened  the 
resolve  in  at  least  some  of  the  pastors  pres¬ 
ent,  to  go  and  do  likewise. 

Bsvival!. — We  gather  from  a  report  of  the 
state  of  religion  in  the  several  counties  of 
New  Hampshire,  read  at  the  General  Asso¬ 
ciation  anniversary,  that  revivals  of  great 
power  had  been  enjoyed  in  Dover,  Great 
Falls,  Salmon  Falls,  Ossipee,  Boohester, 
Atkinson,  Brentwood,  Exeter,  Kensington, 
Newmarket,  Plaistow,  Derry,  Londonder¬ 
ry,  Manchester,  Bedford,  Goffstown,  Merri¬ 
mack,  Concord,  Hopkinton,  Henniker, 
Hinsdale,  Newalstead,  Marlboro,  Snllivau, 
Haverhill,  Dartmouth  College,  Lyme,  and 
Fiermont,  and  in  many  other  towns  renew¬ 
ing  influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit  have  been 
felt.  It  is  thought  not  less  than  2500  hope¬ 
ful  converts  are  the  fruits  of  these  revivals 
—a  greater  number  than  has  been  reported 
for  many  years. Twenty-one  persons  uni¬ 
ted  by  profession  with  the  Union  Congre¬ 
gational  Church,  North  Brookfleld,  Mass., 
on  Sunday  the  4th.  Eight  are  parents,  sev¬ 
eral  from  fifty  to  sixty  years  of  age,  and  the 
rest  young  people  from  sixteen  to  twenty- 
five. 

The  Free  Char  eh  Snitentation  Fond. — Bev.  ’ 
Dr.  B.  Buchanan,  of  Edinburgh,  has  just 
published  a  pamphlet  on  this  Fund  of 
the  Free  Church  of  Scotland,  which  is  at¬ 
tracting  general  attention.  Some  of  the 
most  enlightened  English  statesmen  look 
with  admiring  eyes  on  this  Fund.  Its  his¬ 
tory  has  famished  them  with  new  ideas, 
and  given  them  enlarged  notions  of  what 
the  inhabitants  of  a  country,  like  Scotland, 
oan  do  for  themselves  in  the  way  of  build¬ 
ing  Churches  and  spreading  the  Gospel 
The  TCngliAh  correspondent  of  the  Episco¬ 
pal  Recorder  days  that  ”  the  fine  intellect  of 
Mr.  Gladstone  has  detected  many  elements 
of  power  in  this  wonderful  fund  which  a 
Chalmers  originated,  and  a  Buchanan .  so 
ably  advocates  and  works.  That  distin¬ 
guished  statesman  has  repeatedly  expressed 
his  admiration  of  this  great  financial  exper¬ 
iment,  and  has  not  failed  to  commend  it  as 
an  example  to  the  dignitaries  and  laity  of 
the  Church  of  England.” 

Dr.  Buchanan  gives  a  rapid  and  spirited 
sketch  of  the  rise  and  progress  of  the  fund, 
which  in  its  first  year  amounted  to  but  £68,- 
700,  and  this  year  exceeds  the  sum  of  £116,- 
600,  yielding  to  each  minister  a  stipend  of 
£138  for  the  year.  His  views  are  not  mere¬ 
ly  of  a  financial  or  ecclesiastical  color,  but 
are  largely  tinctured  with  the  philosophy 
of  a  man  who  sees  into  the  current  of  events 
and  the  spirit  of  the  age.

Ingham  Bniversity. — ^Bev.  W.  L.  Parsons, 
D.D.,  was  dismissed  from  the  pastorate  of 
the  Congregational  Church  in  Mattapoieett, 
on  Monday,  August  15th,  to  take  charge  of 
Ingham  University  at  Le  Boy. 

The  Sandwich  Iilandi.— The  latest  news  from 
the  Islands  is  as  follows  ”  King  Kameha- 
meha,  on  the  13th  of  August,  after  an  ex¬ 
cited  speech,  abrogated  the  Sandwich  Is¬ 
land  Constitution  of  1852,  and  declared  the 
Constitutional  Convention  dissolved.  This 
arbitrary  act  is  regarded  as  a  regular  coup 
d’etat  by  the  King,  and  if  submitted  to  by 
the  Hawaiian  people,  will  render  the  king¬ 
dom  nearly  an  absolute  monarchy.” 

The  weak  King  has  doubtless  been  incit 
ed  to  this  course  by  his  spiritual  adviser, 
Bishop  Staley,  a  very  arrogant  Englishman 
who  has  during  the  almost  two  years  of 
his  residence  there  entirely  ignored  the 
American  Missionaries  who,  under  God, 
rescued  that  people  from  heathenism.

A  Vacant  Church.— Bev.  M.  P.  Ormsby, 
the  former  Stated  Supply  of  the  Presbyte¬ 
rian  Church  of  Mk  Carroll,  III. ,  is  at  pres¬ 
ent  engaged  in  the  Church  at  Minonk, 
Woodford  county,  and  the  Bev.  Wm.  Bridg¬ 
man  is  temporarily  supplying  the  Church 
in  Mk  Carroll  We  are  (writes  Mr.  William 
Fraser,)  looking  lor  a  suitable  person  to 
occupy  the  vacant  field. 

Bev.  John  Xclecd,  now  of  PhiladelpMa, 
but  formerly  the  esteemed  pastor  of  the 
American  Presbyterian  Church  of  Montreal, 
preach^  for  1^  old  people  during  the 
month  of  August  last,  and  verily  their  lib¬ 
erality  abounded  towards  Mm,  A  tea  meet¬ 
ing  was  held  just  before  his  departure, 
whereat  the  congregation  presented  him 
with  a  draft  of  $1050,  and  the  young  men, 
as  a  separate  interest,  with  another  ol  $300. 
And  this  did  not  stop  the  Treasurw  from 
privately  handing  over  $150  as  a  remunera¬ 
tion  for  four  Sabbaths  and  travelling  ex¬ 
penses.  There  are  some  good  people  up 
there. 

Lapeer,  Hich.— Bev.  John  Gerrish  having 
on  the  last  Sabbath  of  August  closed  his 
pastoral  relations  with  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Lapeer,  was  unexpectedly  wait¬ 
ed  upon  two  or  three  evenings  thereafter  by 
most  of  his  late  charge.  They  took  friend¬ 
ly  possession  of  the  house — explaining  their 
motives  in  a  eomplimentary  paper  which 
they  duly  sighed  and  left  in  the  hands  of 
Mr.  Gerrish — prepared  and  partook  of  a 
sumptuous  supper;  and  wound  up  by  mak¬ 
ing  a  liberal  donation  amounting  to  about 
$90.  The  residence  of  Mr.  Gerrish  will  not 
be  changed  until  he  goes  to  another  field 
of  labor.  Meantime  the  vacant  Churches, 
such  as  are  not  averse  to  the  preacher's 

bringing  Bible  truth  to  bear  on  the  po¬ 
litical  actions  of  men,”  may  address  him. 

A  Hew  Chapel— The  New  Leotnre  and  Sun¬ 
day  School  Boom  of  the  First  Church  at 
Geneva,  of  which  Dr.  Wood  is  pastor,  is 
now  completed.  It  is  of  brick,  two  stories 
Mgh,  thirty- five  feet  by  seventy,  with  two 
neat  towers  on  the  front  comers,  stained 
glass  windows,  and  other  things  to  match. 
The  second  story,  says  the  correspondent 
of  the  American  Presbyterian,  “contains 
the  Sunday  School  rooms,  with  circular 
seats  for  about  three  hundred  and  forty 
scholars,  so  arranged  that  all  may  face  the 
desk  of  the  Superintendenk  The  infant 
classes  occupy  raised  seats  at  the  rear  end 
of  the  hall  separated  from  the  body  of  the 
school  daring  the  exercises  by  sliding  glass 
doors.  The  platform  at  the  other  end  con¬ 
tains  a  desk  for  the  Superintendenk  and 
another  for  the  Secretary  of  the  school 
Between  the  room  of  the  infant  classes  and 
the  stairway  there  is  also  a  neat  apartment 
for  the  library.  The  first  story  is  devoted 
to  a  Lecture  Boom,  capable  of  seating  two 
hundred  and  fifty  persons,  beside  two  small 
rooms  set  off,  and  recently  famished,  at 
one  end,  for  the  ladies,  for  sewing  circles, 
or  female  prayer-meetings.”  This  neat 
and  substantial  stmeture  was  erected  under 
the  superintendence  of  Mr.  0.  L.  Judd, 
and  cost,  all  told,  about  seven  thousand 
dollars.  Perhaps,  now  that  this  vener¬ 
able  congregation  are  on  the  improving 
hand,  they  will  set  about  procuring  organs 
for  both  their  church  buildings  1 

Congregational — An  Ecolesiastical  Oonncil 
assembled  with  the  Second  Congregational 
Church  in  Bockport,  Mass.,  on  the  26th  of 
Angusk  and  ordained  Mr.  Walter  Harris 
Giles,  a  member  of  that  Church,  as  a  mis¬ 
sions^,  to  labor  under  the  direction  of  the 
American  Board.  Mr.  Giles  was  to  embark 
early  in  September,  for  England,  on  Ms 
way  to  Caesarea,  Asia  Minor. - The  Con¬ 

gregational  Ohuroh  in  Atchison,  Kansas, 
has  received  as  a  gift  from  M.  L.  Gaylor, 
Eeq  ,  of  New  York,  brother-in-law  of  Sen¬ 
ator  Pomeroy,  an  organ  which  coat  $1,000. 
He  also  paid  the  freight  biff  and  expense  of 
putting  it  up,  about  400  more.  This  is 
the  first  Church  organ  in  Kansas. — 
Bev.  W.  C.  Bartlett  of  the  "North  End 
Society,”  San  Francisco,  has  retired  from 
Ms  field  of,  labor  on  account  of  lameness, 
wMch  has  laid  him  aside  from  all  work  for 
several  months.  For  the  same  reason  he 
has  declined  the  office  tendered  him  by  the 
American  Home  Missionary  Society  as  Gen¬ 
eral  Agent  for  the  Pacific  coask - Bev. 

William  H.  Gilberk  of  Granby,  Ck,  has 
asked  a  dismission  from  his  Church  that  he 
may  enter  the  service  of  the  Bible  Society 
as  General  Superintendent  of  their  distri¬ 
bution  in  the  army  of  the  Potomac. 

The  Other  Branch. — The  Bev.  Nathaniel 
Weak  D.D.,  died  in  Philadelphia  on  the 
2d  inst.  He  had  reached  his  seventieth 
year,  and  now,  after  a  long  life  in  the  ser¬ 
vice  of  his  Master,  has  been  called  to  his 
reward.  He  was  possessed  of  a  vigorous 
intellect,  and  remarkable  for  his  extensive 
knowledge  of  the  Word  of  God.  His  “An¬ 
alysis  of  the  Bible  ”  is  an  able  and  useful 
production.  Dr.  West  was  a  member  of 
the  Central  Presbytery  of  Philadelphia. 
For  the  three  years  preceding  his  decease 
he  was  the  Senior  Chaplain  of  the  Satterlee 
U.  S.  A.  General  Hospital,  located  in  West 

Philadelphia. - The  First  Church  of 

Springfl^d,  III,  is  vacant  in  coneequence 
ol  the  resignation  of  Bev.  Dr.  Jonn  H. 
Brown,  whose  very  snceesefal  pastorate  has 
been  twminated  much  to  the  regret  of  his 
flock,  by  physical  inability  to  discharge  the 

duties  of  his  office. - The  Observer  says: 

“A  letter  just  received  from  a  gentleman 
now  in  the  South,  says  '  Dr.  Palmer,  for¬ 
merly  of  New  Orleans,  preaches  in  the 
Presbyterian  Chtiroh  (Columbia,  South 
Carolina).  Dr.  Leland  is  suffering  from  a 
paralytic  stroke.  The  Saminary  in  Colum¬ 
bia  is  reduced  to  five  students.  All  of  the 
ether  seminaries,  including  the  Episcopal, 


are  closed,  the  inmates  having  been  com¬ 
pelled  to  join  the  army.’  ” - The  finan¬ 

cial  reports  give  evidence  that  Princeton 
Seminary  is  n'cA— rich  in  funds,  and  richer 
in  benefactors,  who  are  watchful  to  supply 
her  wants.  The  total  balance  in  her  treas¬ 
ury  this  year  was  within  a  fraction  of  eiglU 
thousand  dollars.  Last  year  the  balance  was 
over  ten  thousand  dollars  ;  and  the  year  pre¬ 
vious  it  was  over  four  thousand  doUars. 
These  figures  show  that  Princeton  Sem¬ 
inary  is  financially  "easy.” 

Cumberlaud  Presbyterian.- A  correspondent 
of  the  Western  Presbyterian  prefers  camp 
to  protracted  meetings,  as  a  means  of  grace. 
Going  to  camp-meeting  one  leaves  his  work 
at  home  for  the  time,  virtually  saying  to  it, 

You  stay  here  while  I  go  yonder  and 
worship.”  His  mind  is  thus  for  the  time 
free  from  the  common  cares  of  life,  and 
better  prepared  for  the  worship  of  God. 
The  people  also  more  readily  unite  in  their 
feelings  and  in  the  work  before  them. 
This,  I  presume,  is  a  result  of  the  change 
in  their  habits  of  life— having  left  comfort¬ 
able  homes  and  taken  lodging  for  the  time 
in  temporary  dwellings,  they  more  readily 
see  the  need  of  Christian  fellowship.  For 
these  reasons  we  conclude  that  protracted 
meetings  are  not  a  more  effective  means 
than  camp-meetings  were.  We  often  hear 
it  said  that  there  is  so  much  sin  practised 
at  them  that  the  evil  done  exceeds  the  good 
accomplished.  Such  an  objection  is  ground¬ 
less.  Good  order  may  be  as  well  preserved 
now  as  at  any  former  time,  for  religion  is 
more  generally  respected  by  persons  out  of 
the  Church  than  formerly.  In  this  day 
few  men  who  care  anything  for  themselves 
or  society  will  interrupt  Divine  worship. 
Those  who  have  not  this  respect  may  be 
restrained  by  the  laws.  We  have  examples 
of  large  meetings  where  there  is  good  order 
observed.  I  refer  to  the  County,  State, 
and  World  Fairs  that  are  becoming  so  com¬ 
mon.  Might  not  the  Church  maintain  as 
good  order  at  her  meetings?  She  might 
and  would  if  the  people  would  engage  in 
the  cauBo  of  God  with  a  similar  interesk 

Methodist— The  annual  report  made  to  the 
East  Genesee  Conference,  receiitly  in  ses¬ 
sion  at  Elmira,  shows  a  Foreign  Missionary 
contribution  from  the  six  districts  of  Con¬ 
ference  of  $7,866  27,  being  an  increase  of 
$1323  02,  the  last  year.  Dr.  Durbin,  the 
.General  Secretary  for  Foreign  Missions,  was 
present  and  gave  a  most  encouraging  view, 
according  to  which  the  managers  saw  their 
way  throngh,  not  only  the  present  year  but 
that  of  1866  also  I*— —The  Northern  Advo 
cate  says  that  the  Methodist  Church  piO' 
perty  at  Elmira  does  credit  to  the  member¬ 
ship.  There  are  two  Churches,  well  looat 
ed,  and  on  large  lots  of  ground,  spacious 
and  pleasant.  They  are  handsomely  built, 
and  kept  in  good  repair.  Everything  in¬ 
side  and  out  invites  worshippers  to  them. 
They  have  also  large  and  convenient  par¬ 
sonages.  At  least  the  Hedding  Church  has, 
and  the  First  Church  soon  will  have.  It  is 
now  building  one,  which,  when  finished, 
no  wealthy  layman  needvbs  ashamed  to  say 
to  a  stranger,  "  My  pastor  lives  there.”  It 
is  seldom  that  we  meet  with  Methoffist 
Church  property  so  satisfactory  as  this, 
and  we  may  add,  it  is  entirely  free  from  debt. 

XpiBcopal, — The  Gospel  Messenger  says 
There  are  good  grounds  for  expecting  that 
the  Bev.  Dr.  A.  C.  Coxe  will  accept  his 
election  to  the  position  of  Assistant  Bishop 
of  tMs  Diocese.  The  Churchmen  of  Sk 
Paul’s  and  other  parishes  in  Buffalo  have, 
with  characteristic  promptness  and  gener¬ 
osity,  offered  the  Bishop- elect  a  residence 
in  that  city,  of  the  yearly  rent  of  $750, 
which,  with  the  salary  and  the  sum  voted 
for  his  removal,  will  make  $5250  for  the 
first  year.  The  residence  of  a  Bishop  at 
Buffalo  will  be  a  matter  of  great  gratifica¬ 
tion  and  importance  to  the  interests  of  the 
Church  in  that  leading  city  of  the  Diocese.” 

- The  Episcopal  Board* of  Missions  has 

been  making  efforts  of  late  to  introduce 
among  the  Churches  a  new  measure  for 
raising  funds.  The  plan  is  to  have  a  num¬ 
ber  of  "gatherers”  in  each  parish,  each  of 
whom  will  secure  at  least  ten  subscribers, 
pledged  to  pay  not  loss  than  five  cents  a 
week,  from  whom  they  are  to  collect  once 
in  ten  weeks.  The  July  number  of  the 
Spirit  of  Missions  says  of  the  plan  :  "  The 
flve-oents-a-week  scheme  meets  a  great  want 
in  our  Church ;  and  we  have  assurances 
from  all  parts  of  the  country,  and  from  rich 
and  poor  parishes  alike,  that  it  is  well  suit¬ 
ed  for  the  end  designed.  It  is  very  gratify¬ 
ing  to  notice  that  the  returns  from  some 
parishes  at  the  end  of  the  second  ten  weeks 
are  larger  than  at  the  end  of  the  flrsk 
small  Church  in  New  Jersey,  wMch  had 
contributed  only  $14  through  the  annual 
collection,  sent  $21  at  the  end  of  the  first 
ten  weeks,  and  $50  at  the  end  of  the  sec 
ond.  From  a  Church  in  Philadelphia,  the 
first  return  is  $50,  and  the  second  $70. 
Church  in  New  York,  wMoh  had  been  ac 
customed  to  send  $30  a-year,  sends  $32  at 
the  end  of  the  first  ten  weeke^  and  $40  at 
the  end  of  the  second.”

THB  PBBSinXBCT. 

Gm  McOnEiiiiAN’s  Letteb  ov  Aockftakob. 

Okasos,  N.  J..  Sept.  8, 1864. 

Gentlemen :  I  have  tbe  honor  to  acknowl¬ 
edge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  informing 
me  of  my  nomination  by  the  Democratic 
National  Convention,  recently  assembled 
at  Chicago,  as  their  candidate  at  the  next 
election  for  President  of  the  UMted  States. 

It  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  say  to  you  that 
this  nomination  comes  to  me  unsonghk 

I  am  happy  to  know  that  when  the  nomi 
nation  was  made  the  record  of  my  public 
life  was  kept  in  view. 

The  effect  of  long  and  varied  service 
in  the  army  daring  war  and  peace  has 
been  to  strengthen  and  make  indelible  in 
my  mind  and  heart  the  love  and  reverence 
for  the  Union,  Constitution,  laws,  and  flag 
of  our  country,  impressed  upon  me  in  early 
youth. 

These  feelings  have  thus  far  guided  the 
course  of  my  hie,  and  must  continue  to  do 
so  to  its  end. 

The  existence  of  more  than  one  govern¬ 
ment  over  the  region  which  once  owned 
our  flag  is  incompatible  with  the  peace,  the 
power,  and  the  happiness  of  the  people. 

The  preservation  of  our  UMon  was  the 
sole  avowed  object  for  wMch  the  war  was 
commenced.  It  should  have  been  condust- 
ed  for  that  object  only,  and  in  accordance 
with  those  principles  wMoh  I  took  occasion 
to  declare  when  in  active  service. 

Thus  conducted,  the  work  of  reconcilia¬ 
tion  would  have  been  easy,  and  we  might 
have  reaped  the  benefits  of  our  many  vic¬ 
tories  on  land  and  sea. 

The  Union  was  originally  formed  by  the 
exercise  of  a  spirit  of  conciliation  and  com¬ 
promise.  To  restore  and  preserve  it,  the 
same  spirit  must  prevail  in  our  councils, 
and  in  the  hearts  of  the  people. 

The  reestablishment  of  the  Union  in  all 
its  inte^ty  is,  and  must  continue  to  be, 
the  indispensable  condition  in  any  settle- 
mehk  So  soon  as  it  is  clear,  or  Even  prob¬ 
able,  that  our  present  ad  versiuries  are  ready 
for  peace,  npon  the  basis  of  the  Union,  we 
should  exhaust  all  resources  of  statesman¬ 
ship  practised  by  oiviliEcd  nations,  and 


taught  by  the  traditions  of  tbe  American 
people,  consistent  with  the  honor  and  in¬ 
terests  of  the  country,  to  Sicura  such 
peace,  reestablish  the  Union,  and  guaran¬ 
tee  for  the  future  the  constitutional  rights 
of  every  State.  The  Union  is  the  one  con¬ 
dition  of  peace — we  ask  no  more. 

Let  me  add  what  I  doubt  not  wav,  al¬ 
though  unexpressed,  the  sentiment  of  the  { 
Convention,  as  it  is  of  the  people  they  rep- 
resenk  that  when  any  oue  State  is  willing 
to  return  to  the  Union,  it  should  be  receiv¬ 
ed  at  once,  with  a  full  guarantee  of  all  its 
constitutional  rights. 

If  a  frank,  earnest,  and  persistent  effort 
to  obtain  those  objects  should  fail,  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  ulterior  consequences  will 
fall  npon  those  who  remain  in  arms  against 
the  Union.  But  the  Union  must  be  pre¬ 
served  at  all  hazards. 

I  could  not  look  in  the  face  my  gallant 
oomraies  of  the  army  and  navy,  who  have 
survived  so  many  bloody  battles,  and  tell 
them  that  their  labors  and  the  sacrifice  of 
so  many  of  our  slain  and  wounded  brethren 
had  been  in  vain  ;  that  we  had  abandoned 
that  Union  for  which  we  have  so  often  per¬ 
iled  our  lives. 

A  vast  majority  of  our  people,  whether 
in  the  army  and  navy  or  at  home,  would, 
as  1  would,  bail  with  unbounded  joy  the 
permanent  restoration  of  peace,  on  the  ba¬ 
sis  of  the  Union  under  the  Constitution, 
without  the  effusion  of  another  drop  of 
blood.  But  no  peace  oan  be  permanent 
without  Union. 

As  to  the  other  subjects  presented  in  the 
resolutions  of  the  Convention,  I  need  only 
say  that  1  should  seek,  in  the  Constitution 
of  tbe  United  States  and  the  laws  framed 
in  accordance  therewith,  the  rule  of  my  du¬ 
ty,  and  tbe  limitations  of  executive  power, 
endeavor  to  restore  economy  in  public 
expenditure,  reestablish  the  supremacy  of 
law,  and,  by  the  assertion  of  a  mote  vig¬ 
orous  nationality,  resume  our  command¬ 
ing  position  among  the  nations  of  the 
earth. 

The  condition  of  our  finances,  the  depre¬ 
ciation  of  the  paper  money,  and  the  bur¬ 
dens  thereby  imposed  on  labor  and  capital 
show  tbe  necessity  of  a  return  to  a  sound 
financial  system  ;  while  the  rights  of  citi¬ 
zens  and  the  rights  of  States,  and  the  bind¬ 
ing  authority  of  law  over  President,  army, 
and  people,  are  subjects  of  not  less  vital  im¬ 
portance  in  war  than  in  peace. 

Believing  that  the  views  here  expressed 
ate  those  of  the  Convention  and  the 
people  yon  represent,  I  accept  the  nomi¬ 
nation. 

I  realize  the  weight  of  the  responsibility 
to  be  borne  should  the  people  ratify  your 
choice.  y. 

Conscious  of  my  own  w^kness,  I  oan 
only  seek  fervently  the  guidance  of  the 
Baler  of  the  universe,  and,  relying  on  His 
all-powerful  aid,  do  my  best  to  restore 
Union  and  peace  to  a  suffering  people,  and 
to  establish  and  guard  their  hberties  and 
rights.

This  will  gratify  men  of  both  parties  by  its 
distinct  avowal  that  the  Union  is  to  be  main¬ 
tained  at  all  hazards.  Indeed  this  has  offend¬ 
ed  the  peaoe-at-any-prioe  men  so  much  that 
the  Daily  News,  of  this  city,  thus  essays  to 
throw  him  overboard  : — 

George  B.  McClellan  was  nominated  up¬ 
on  a  platform  that  promises  an  immediate 
cessation  of  hostilities  and  a  Convention  ol 
all  the  States.  Does  he  stand  upon  that 
platform  to-day?  He  does  notl  He  has 
renounced  the  platform  in  his  letter  accept¬ 
ing  the  nomination.  It  is  as  if  the  bride¬ 
groom  should  accept  the  bride’s  property, 
but  not  her  person.  A  bond  like  that  is 
null  and  void.  Tbe  peace  party  will  not 
consent  to  have  their  principle  betrayed 
and  then  do  homage  to  the  betrayer.  Tney 
demand  all  that  is  nominated  in  the  bond. 
General  McClellan  having  raj  ected  the  prop¬ 
osition  for  a  cessation  of  hostilities  and  a 
Convention  of  all  the  States,  declined  the 
Chicago  nomination,  and  stands  before  the 
people  self-nominated,  on  a  platform  of  bis 
own  creation.  The  Democracy  must  seek 
a  candidate  who  wiU  stand  npon  the  plat¬ 
form,  for  they  cannot  consistently  support 
one  who  is  in  collision  with  the  Convention 
that  tendered  him  the  nomination.  If  the 
platform  accords  not  with  the  nominee’s 
convictions  of  the  right,  a*  due  respect  for 
the  opinions  of  the  assemblage  that  unani¬ 
mously  adopted  it  requires  that  he  should 
give  back  to  the  Convention  the  standard 
of  tbe  Democracy.  Tbe  Democratic  Na¬ 
tional  Convention  is  not  dissolved.  It  is 
ready  to  convene  at  the  call  of  its  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee,  and,  if  Gen.  McClellan 
cannot  abide  by  the  resolutions  through 
which  the  principles  of  the  party  have  been 
enunciated,  let  the  Convention  reassemble, 
and  either  remodel  their  platform  to  suit 
their  nominee,  or  nominate  a  candidate 
that  will  suit  the  platform. 

Befobb  Pbtbbsbttbo  — Both  armies  are 
apparently  preparing  for  another  great 
blow,  wMch  may  probably  be  decisive  of 
the  campaign.  The  Bichmond  authorities 
seem  thorongMy  frightened  at  the  loss  of 
Atlanta,  and  are  evidently  in  a  state  of  tre¬ 
pidation  last  General  Grant  should  repeat 
the  splendid  strategy  of  General  Sherman, 
and  by  the  movement  of  a  few  army  corps 
on  the  rear  of  Petersburg,  compel  its  sur¬ 
render.  To  prevent  this  resMt  General 
Lee  is  massing  a  heavy  force  on  our  left 
flank,  near  the  scene  of  the  recent  battles 
for  tbe  possession  of  the  Weldon  railroad. 
The  objaots  of  the  Confederate  general  are 
offensive,  as  well  as  defensive.  His  posi¬ 
tion  is  equally  well  chosen  to  threaten  our 
left  flank  and  cover  tbe  vital  points  on  the 
Weldon  railroad  still  in  his  possession,  and 
also  secure  the  wagon  road  that  supplies  the 
break  in  the  railroad.  That  General  Grant 
will  directly  assail  this  point  is  not  prob¬ 
able.  Tbe  engineering  strength  of  both 
the  opposing  armies  is  too  nearly  equal  to 
admit  of  a  suooesBful  assault  by  either. 
We  may  therefore  look  for  a  series  of 
strategic  movements  attended  perhaps  by 
heavy  fighting  and  the  final  execution  of 
General  Grant’s  plan  for  throwing  his 
armies  in  full  strength  npon  the  Da  xville 
and  Weldon  railroads— the  two  sole  remain¬ 
ing  lines  that  connect  Yirgima  with  the 
Cotton  States,  one  of  wMoh  he  has  already 
broken. 

The  rebel  General  cannot  long  endure 
the  pressure  upon  the  vital  strength  of  the 
Confederacy.  General  Grant  offers  him  the 
alternatives  presented  1^  General  Sherman 
to  Good  at  Atlanta,  of  fighting,  retreating, 
or  being  cooped  up  in  a  close  siege,  with  the 
certainty  of  Mdmate  surrender.  Combina¬ 
tions  are  now  understood  to  be  in  progress, 
that  are  likely  to  secure  these  results  speed¬ 
ily.  The  rebel  forces  upon  the  Upper 
Potomac  may  not  long  cover  Lynchburg— 
from  troops  advancing  probably  from  East 
Tennessee — to  effect  a  junction  with  the 
Army  of  the  Potomac.  General  Giant  has 
not  abandoned  this  part  of  his  original 
plan.  In  whatever  Ughk  therefore,  we 
look  at  the  situation,  the  ooBolusion  seems 
warranted,  that  General  Grant  will  al<i- 
mately  sucoeed  in  executing  all  hii  original 
plans  of  tbe  Yirginia  campaign,  by  other 
— and  pClrhsps  slower — combinations  than 


those  origi^y  projected,  but  with  sMB 
the  same  glorious  results  formedy  antioi* 
pated.  ' 

The  gHEHAWDOAH  YALiiET.— Despatohee 
from  Geu.  Sheridan’s  army  on  tbe  10th 
insk  state  that  the  enemy  under  command 
?r  ***  person,  with  Johnston’s* 

Yaugban  s  McCausland’s  cavalry  and  Gen, 
Rhodes’  infantry  division,  attacked  a  bri¬ 
gade  of  A.vexill’a  division  at  eight  oelook  ia 
tbe  inoming  at  Darksville,  on  the  Winches¬ 
ter  pike.  The  enemy  was  driven  back  in 
three  successive  cavalry  charges.  The  in¬ 
fantry  aad  cavalry,  who  again  entered  the 
contest,  shared  a  similiar  fate.  Tbe  enemy 
lost  heavily,  our  loss  being  small  It  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  the  intention  of  Gen.  Early  to 
steal  a  march  on  Sheridan’s  lines  ;  but  the 
promptitude  of  Averill’s  cavalry  frustrated 
the  design.  Several  flour  milu  neur  Bmnry- 
ville,  which  were  working  for  Oen.  Esrly’e 
forces,  have  been  destroyed  by  scouting 
parties  of  our  troops  from  Lovell’s  and 
Averill’s  commands. 

PabtiouiiAbs  of  thb  Gaftube  of  Atlaw- 
TA.— In  answer  to  a  request  for  somede-* 
tails  of  the  late  opmratioiu  before  Atlanta, 
in  order  to  silence  the  cavils  of  those  who, 
in  the  absence  of  particulars,  were  denying 
that  those  operations  were,  on  the  whole,  a 
Union  snooeei.  General  Sherman  has  wrii- 
ten  the  following  letter : 

Atlabta,  Sepk  7th,  1864. 

On  the  25th  of  Angusk  pursuant  to  a 
plan,  of  wMch  the  War  Department  had 
been  fully  advised,  I  left  the  Twentieth 
corps  at  the  Chattahoochee  bridge,  and 
with  the  balance  oHhe  army  drew  off  from 
the  siege,  and,  using  some  considerable  ar¬ 
tifice  to  mislead  the  enemy,  I  moved  rapid¬ 
ly  South,  and  reached  tbe  West  Point  rail¬ 
road,  near  Fairborn,  on  the  27th,  and  broke 
up  twelve  miles  of  ik  When  moving  East 
my  right  approached  the  Macon  Railroad, 
near  Jonesboro,  and  my  left  near  Rough 
and  Beady.  The  enemy  attacked  the  right 
wing  of  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee,  and 
was  completely  beaten.  On  the  81st,  and 
during  the  combak  1  pushed  the  left  ol  the 
center  rapidly  to  the  railroad  above,  be¬ 
tween  Rough  and  Ready  and  Jonesboro. 
On  the  1st  of  September  we  broke  up  abo^ 
eight  miles  of  the  Macon  rotd,  and  turned 
on  the  enemy  at  Jonesboro,  assaulted  Mm 
and  his  lines,  and  carried  ^em,  capturing 
Brigadier  General  Gorman  and  about  two 
thousand  prisoners,  with  eight  guns  and 
much  plunder.  Night  alone  prevented  our 
capturing  all  of  Hardee’s  corps,  which  es¬ 
caped  South  that  nighk 

'That  same  Mght  Hood,  in  Atlanta,  find¬ 
ing  all  his  railroads  broken  and  in  our  pos¬ 
session,  blew  up  his  ammumtion,  seven  lo¬ 
comotives  aad  eighty  cars,  and  evacuated 
Atlanta,  which  on  the  next  day,  September 
21,  was  occupied  by  the  corps  left  for  that 
purpose.  Major  General  Slocum  command¬ 
ing,  we  follo^^g  the  retreating  rebel  army 
to  near  Lovejoy ’s  station,  thirty  miles  South 
of  Atlanta,  where,  finding  him  strongly  in¬ 
trenched,  I  concluded  it  would  not  "pay” 
to  assault,  as  we  already  had  the  great  ob¬ 
ject  of  the  campaign,  viz:  Atlanta.  Ac¬ 
cordingly  the  army  gradually  and  leisurely 
returned  to  Atlanta,  and  it  is  now  encamp¬ 
ed  eight  miles  South  of  the  city,  and  to¬ 
morrow  will  move  to  the  camps  appointed. 
I  am  now  writing  in  Atlanta,  so  I  could  not 
be  uneasy  in  regard  to  our  eitnation. 

We  have  as  the  results  of  this  quick,  and 
as  I  think,  well- executed  movemenk  twen¬ 
ty-seven  guns,  over  three  thousand  rebel 
prisoners,  and  have  buried  over  four  hun¬ 
dred  rebel  dead,  and  left  as  many  mote 
wounded.  They  could  not  be  removed. 

The  rebels  have  lost,  besides  the  impcBv 
tant  city  of  Atlanta,  and  stores,  at  least  five 
hundred  dead,  two  thousand  five  hundred 
wounded,  and  three  thousand  prisoners, 
whereas  our  aggregate  loss  will  not  foot  one 
thousand  five  hundred. 

If  that  is  not  success  I  do  not  know  what 
is. .  ^  Shbbean,  Major  General 

Ae  last  advices  indicate  that  Gen.  Sher¬ 
man  is  recuperating  at  Atlanta,  and  well  he 
may  after  such  a  long  and  triumphant  cam¬ 
paign.  He  is  far  too  good  a  general  to  ig¬ 
nore  the  Napoleonic  maxim  of  being  always 
superior  to  his  enemy,  and  has  halted  at 
Atlanta  to  collect  his  strength  for  a  fresh 
advance.  He  has  still  abundant  and  ardu¬ 
ous  before  him.  He  must  clear  the  rebel 
guerrillas  from  his  rear,  and  establish  a 
fresh  base  of  supplies  at  Atlanta.  This 
will  require  at  least  one,  and  probably  two 
or  more  months  of  the  most  energetic  pre¬ 
parations,  and  the  grand  Southern  Fall 
campaign  oan  hardly  commence  until  to¬ 
wards  the  eve  of  the  Presidential  election. 
It  may  then  coutinne  till  January,  or  even 
the  entire  winter,  as  the  weather  in  North¬ 
ern  Georgia  does  not  necessarily  preclude 
military  operations.  General  Sherman  will 
probably  make  Macon  bis  next  objective 
point  Next  to  Atlanta,  it  is  the  most  im¬ 
portant  railroad  centre  in  the  State,  and  its 
possession  is  therefore  of  the  highest  value 
to  both  the  contending  armies.  It  is  in 
some  respects  more  defensible  than  Atlan¬ 
ta,  and  General  Joe  Johnston  is  said  to 
have  been  engaged  in  fortifying  it  since  he 
was  superseded  by  General  Hood.  But  it 
is  not  likely  to  make  as  serious  resistanee 
as  Atlanta.  The  pride  of  the  rebel  power 
is  broken  in  the  cotton  States,  and  it  is  no 
longer  possible  to  raise  a  large  army  in  that 
region.  General  Sherman  is  indisputable 
master  of  the  situation,  and  will  push  his 
advantages  with  all  tiie  vigor  that  is  pos¬ 
sible. 

The  rebel  press,  with  here  and  there  an 
exception,  endeavor  to  make  light  of  the 
fall  of  Atlanta.  But  the  Macon  Appeal  con¬ 
fesses  to  the  gravity  of  the  situation,  and 
thns^  continues  :  "  The  smallnesB  of  our 
loss  in  killed  and  wounded  proves  that  by 
generalship  alone  the  enemy  got  possession 
of  the  city,  in  defense  of  wMeh  Hood  had 
intended,  as  aU  the  world  knows,  to  deliver 
a  deeperate  battle.  The  fact  is,  while  Hood 
thimght  the  bulk  of  the  Yankee  army  was 
in  to  front  at  Atlanta,  it  was  twenty  miles’ 
in  Ms  rear,  on  the  Macon  road.” 

Leaving  Atlanta  thus  in  quiet  possession 
of  our  troops,  wo  find  activity  off  Mobile 
prepttatoryto  an  attack  on  that  city. 
Rebel  acconnts  state  that  a  good  portion  of 
Farragut’s  fleet  are  over  the  bar. 

Gen.  Bhbbkab’s  OoiofuinoATioira. _ De¬ 

spatches  received  in  Nashville  from  Pulas¬ 
ki  on  Friday  losk  state  that  Gen.  Etos- 
seau  concentrated  all  the  forces  of  Gens. 
Steadman  and  Granger  and  Ms  own  at 
Athens,- Ala.,  and  had  moved  towards  the 
Tennessee  aailroad.  Communication  has 
been  reopened  between  NashviUe  and 
Sherman’s  army. 

Qeh.  a.  J.  Smith’s  Commahd  —The  left 
wing  of  the  Sixteenth  Army  Corps  has  re¬ 
turned  to  Memphis  from  Mississippi  It 
is  in  good  condition  in  every  respect.  The 
First  DivisioB,  under  Gene^  Mowber  1^ 
Memphis  on  the  Sd,  in  steamers  and  trans¬ 
ports,  bound  for  the  WMte  River,  wherw  it 
IS  thought  it  may  meet  tbe  enemy,  now 
traveUng  Northwesk  having  designs  on 
Arkansas  and  Missouri  Anoth^ivision 
it  was  reported,  was  on  its  way  up  the  Misl 
Bissippl  en  route  for  Atlanta,  but  the  order 
for  tto  movement  is  understood  to  have 
been  countermanded,  and  it  will  go  or  come 
where  moat  wanted.

OODTG  TO  THE  AKIBICAE  BOARD. 

Which  was  “taken  ln“l 
A  few  yean  ago  most  of  the  travel  be¬ 
tween  the  East  and  the  West  crossed  Lake 
Biie.  Those  great  steamers,  properly  call¬ 
ed  floating  palaces,"  were  generally  fill¬ 
ed  to  their  utmost  capacity  with  the  seek¬ 
ers  of  wealth  and  pleasore.  They  were 
most  thronged  in  their  Western  transits,  in- 
asmneh  as  many  were  going  West  to  re¬ 
main — ^to  settle  those  Territories  which 
have  since  become  popoloos  States,  with 
richly  cnltivated  farms  and  teeming  towns 
and  cities.  In  their  Eastern  trips  they 
were  also  well  filled.  Hundreds  wonld  be 
returning,  who  had  gone  out  to  see  if  the 
wonderful  stories  they  had  heard  of  the 
Great  West  were  true.  Others,  having 
found  a  new  home,  or  a  place  where  to 
make  one,  wonld  be  ‘retumiug  for  their 
fiunilies.  Some  had  already  lived  West 
l<Mig  enough  to  make  it  pleasant  and  proper 
to  visit  their  old  homes  in  the  East,  that 
they  might  see  their  aged  parents  once 
more,  and  look  upon  those  scarcely  less 
venerated  hills — grandly  contrastive  with 
the  monotony  of  the  great  Prairies.  And 
not  a  few,  pale  and  sallow,  plainly  telling 
of  the  severity  with  which  the  Ague  had 
shaken  them — wonld  need  to  make  nor 
apology  for  being  on  their  way  toward  the 
health-restoring  air  of  the  mountains,  or 
the  reviving  ablutions  of  the  sea. 

Of  course,  as  those  steamers,  thus  throng¬ 
ed,  were  passing  to  and  fro,  such  things  as 
^'drcnmstances,"  "events,"  and  "inci¬ 
dents,"  were  of  frequent  occurrence.  Some 
'Of  these  wonld  be  of  but  little  moment,  as 
they  might  exist  in  some  smali  social  circle. 
Others  wonld  be  greater  in  magnitude,  and 
spore  enduring — u  they  might  at  the  time 
s^ect  the  whole  floating  "body  politic,”  or 
as  they  might  embody  or  illustrate  some 
each  principles  as  are  persistent  of  being 
remembered,  and  radiant  of  practical  in¬ 
ferences. 

Whether  that  of  .which  we  are  to  tell 
vrere  small  or  great  at  the  time  of  its  birth, 
or  whether  many  knew  of  its  existence  then 
or  not,  we  are  sure  that  to  ivjo  it  was  no 
trifling  afiair,  and  that  they  have  often  re¬ 
membered  it  with  growing  interest. 

In  the  year  18-  the  "American  Board" 
met  in  Western  New  York.  Ministers  and 
Laymen  living  still  further  West  were  anx¬ 
ious  to  attend — for, though  they  were  de¬ 
voted  particularly  to  the  work  of  "Home 
Evangelisation,"  they  were  very  far  from 
being  indifferent  concerning  the  triumphs  of 
Christ*  8  kingdom  abroad.  That  they  should 
attend  that  meeting  seemed  desirable,  for 
it  might  be  many  years  before  another 
wonld  be  held  so  near  them  ;  and  that  they 
might  attend  seemed  possible,  though  many 
of  their  purses  were  as  thin  as  their  faces, 
for  the  religious  papers  had  published  that 
they  might  be  carried  over  the  Lake  at 
half- fare."  And  so  it  was  that  a  goodly 
number  of  these  took  passage  at  Detroit 
for  Buff  do.  The  season  was  early  Autumn, 
And  the  hour  was  early  evening.  The  noble 
steamw  glided  down  the  river,  as  if  it  were 
glad  thus  to  do.  AU  on  board  could  have 
been  only  happy.  Many  things  around 
Answered  well  to  a  part  of  Edmaston’s  de- 
Asription  of  Sabbath  evening :

Dusty  and  weary  men  and  women,  who 
ted  come  a  little  way  there  by  cars— or 
fitfthsr  by  stage,  or  sUll  fhrther.on  horae- 
teck,  weie  on  the  pleasant  ride  •  omi- 


trast  in  modes  of  travel :  so  they  indicated 
by  words,  smiles,  and  attitudes. 

Among  those  passengers  of  a  clerical  or¬ 
der  was  aBev.  Mr.  F.,  who  was  then  much 
younger  than  he  is  now;  who  has  since  had 
time  and  bpportunities  for  rea(Bng  "men  and 
things,"  as  well  as  books — whether  he  has 
improved  them  or  not — but  who  was  then 
so  young  as  not  to  have  shuffled  off  all  his 
anfs- clerical  habits,  and  who  was  in  such  a 
condition  physically  and  mentally  as]  to 
think  that  he  might  enjoy  a  good  "JBTavan- 
na"  on  the  "upper  deck."  So,  as  wo 
may  judge,  with  his  hat  a  httle  to  one 
side,  and  one  hand  hanging  loosely  at  the 
armhole  of  his  vest,  he  might  have  been 
seen  walking  to  and  fro,  while  ever  and 
anon  the  smoke  of  his  making  wonld  rise 
in  beantifnl  circles  above  his  head.  'Twere 
a  pity  that  he  should  be  unobserved  and 
left  to  walk  there  alone,  for  he  would  soon 
be  quickened  into  a  state  of  felicitous  socia¬ 
bility.  He  was  not  a  wandering  unit  long. 
There  soon  joined  him  a  trimly-bnilt,  fash¬ 
ionably-dressed  young  man,  well  adorned 
with  rings  and  chains,  and  as  amply 
famished  as  himself  with  what  chiefly 
wonld  make  his  company  agreeable.  To¬ 
gether  they  smoked,  and  walked,  and 
talked. 

We  need  not  doubt  that  their  themes 
were  ample.  That  was  a  glorious  sunset 
sky,  from  the  depths  of  which  the  stars 
were  commg  forth  to  view,  one  by  one. 
That  was  one  of  the  most  beautiful  rivers 
in  the  world  which  lay  in  quiet  placid  beau¬ 
ty,  ere  the  plowing  steamer  had  disturbed 
it,  and  which  so  sparkled  and  danced  at 
our  presence,  and  which  in  the  retiring  dis¬ 
tance  waved  such  a  graceful  farewell.  Les¬ 
sons  along  the  shore,  on  the  one  hand  and 
on  the  other,  as  they  taught  of  the  compar¬ 
ative  value  of  ssils,  or  as  they  raised  the 
question  whether  differing  modes  of  gov¬ 
ernment  could  account  for  differing  evi¬ 
dences  of  thrift  and  civilization,  were  nu¬ 
merous.  There  was  no  poverty  of  material 
out  of  which  to  manufacture  conversations, 
and  the  terms  employed,  we  might  believe, 
had  we  not  been  present,  were  only  such  as 
gentlemen,  claiming  at  least  a  popular 
measure  of  intelligence  and  refinement, 
wonld  use. 

But  about  the  time  the  mouth  of  the 
river  was  reached,  and  when  the  cigars 
had  come  to  so  near  the  mouth  as  not  to  be 
pleasant;  our  clerical  friend,  drawing  his 
coat  together,  says:  "After  all  we  shall 
have  a  chilly  night.  I  have  been  in  such  a 
perspiration  during  the  day,  and  even  since 
we  have  been  walking,  that  I  am  afraid  of 
taking  cold.  Let  us  go  below." 

"Yes,  yes,"  said  his  young  friend;  "and 
that  is  one  of  the  things  I  have  against  this 
Western  country  ;  the  days  are  so  deuced- 
ly  hot  that  there  is  no  comfort  in  them,  and 
the  nights  are  enough  to  freeze  one.  My 
opinion  is,  that  if  a  man  has  money  he  bet¬ 
ter  stay  East,  where  people  live.  They 
tell  me  that  there  are  lots  of  places  out 
here  where  the  street  most  travelled  leads 
to  the  graveyard.  I’ll  be  [big  oath]  if  I 
will  stay  in  such  a  country."  Here  oc¬ 
curred  the  first  of  anything  like  profanity 
in  all  their  conversations.  Both  went  below. 

On  going  below  it  became  evident  that 
inasmuch  as  many  ministers  were  on  board, 
and  on  their  way  to  a  great  missionary 
gathering,  and  that  the  time  was  the  first 
Monday  evening  of  the  month,  it  had  been 
thought  best  ito  have  something  like  a 
"Monthly  Concert."  No  sooner  was  this 
state  of  things  fairly  understood  by  the 
young  man  referred  to,  than  he  drew  his 
chair  close  to  that  of  his  upper -deck  com¬ 
panion,  aad  in  a  manner  indicating  some 
anxiety,  said  :  “  See  here — what  a  raft  of 
ministers  there  are  on  board  ;  and— and — 
and  they  are  going  to  have  a  meeting  ! 
What  shall  toe  do  ?  Let’ s  get  out  of  this.’ ’ 
After  a  moment’s  hesitation,  the  young 
minister,  laying  his  hand  quietingly  on  his 
friend’s  knee,  says  "No,  no  ;  let  ns  stay, 
and  see  what  for  a  meeting  they  will  have.** 

So  both  remained,  and  the  meeting  pro¬ 
gressed  pleasantly. 

By  general  consent  the  most  aged  and 
venerable  ministers  conducted  it.  *  After 
mentioning  the  appropriateness  of  having 
such  exercises  under  the  existing  circum¬ 
stances,  and  after  reading  some  of  those 
Scriptures  which  assure  the  believer  that 
his  Saviour’s  kingdom  is  yet  to  cover  the 
whole  earth,  nnd  after  singing  the  ever 
beantifal,  and  never  to  be  worn  out,  hymn, 

‘'From  OrMnlaDd’i  loy  monntaiiu,’' 

in  which  all  joined  with  great  animation, 
and  just  as  the  young  minister’s  ears  had 
been  saluted  with  the  whisper  “  How  they 
vodlk  into  it,  don’ t  they  ?  My  !  if  that  old 
fellow  over  there  " — what  should  he  hear 
next  but  the  leader  of  the  meeting  saying 

"Will  Brother  P.  of  J - lead  us  in 

prayer  T/ 

With  but  a  moment’s  delay — during 
which,  we  may  believe,  were  rapid  evolu¬ 
tions  of  thought — ^the  request  was  complied 
with.  But  when  the  petitioner  sat  down, 
just  by  his  side  was  an  empty  chair.  Other 
prayers  were  offered ;  other  hymns  were 
Bwg  ;  many  earnest  words  of  exhortation 
were  spoken,  and  many  hearts  felt  that  it 
was  good  to  be  there,  and  that  a  fitness 
had  been  received  for  a  richer  enjoyment  of 
the  anticipated  occasion.  All  quietly  re¬ 
tired  ;  some  to  thrir  "state-rooms,"  aad 
some  to  one  cabin,  and  some  to  another. 


But  we  have  heard  the  young  minister 
say  that  he  saw  nothing  of  his  upper- deck 
friend  that  night  after  meeting.  The  next 
morning  he  saw  him  at  breakfast,  at  the 
other  end  of  the  table  ;  and  that  it  was  a 
fact,  however  to  be  accounted  for,  that 
they  who  were  so  social  and  intimate  when 
going  down  the  river,  never  more  spoke  to 
each  other  while  crossing  the  lake  ;  that 
daring  the  remainder  of  the  passage  the 
one  would  somehow  be  just  leaving  various 
localities  as  the  other  neared  them.  What 
his  friend  may  have  thought  and  said  about 
this  matter,  we  cannot  tell  Whether  he 
found  anything  in  these  circumstances  about 
which  to  make  merry,  we  cannot  tell.  But 
we  know  that  the  young  minister  has  well 
remembered  "going  to  the  Board"  that 
year,  and  that  in  illastration  of  various 
principles  he  has  told  of  these  things 
before ;  and  that  often,  even  until  now, 
when  "gray  hairs  are  here  and  there  upon* 
him,"  his  mind  has  been  quickened  to  some 
such  serious  interrogations  as  bis  readers 
can  easily  imagine.  G.  L.  F. 

COKFISSIOBS  OF  FAITH. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  R.  Huntington  of  Wor¬ 
cester,  closes  a  very  ingenious  aud  conclu¬ 
sive  tract  on  the  analogy  of  the  Divine 
Trinity  vrith  certain  laws  of  nature,  in 
the  following  forcible  aud  rational  para¬ 
graphs  : 

But  it  is  farther  urged,  Why  express  the 
truth,  granting  it  to  be  truth,  in  language 
so  scholastic  and  precise.  Why  throw  it 
into  sach  a  severe  logical  shape  ?  Why 
preface  the  devotions  of  the  Litany,  or  fill 
the  Creed,  that  we  put  into  the  people’s 
mouth,  with  these  nice  theological  distinc¬ 
tions  ?  Why  noh  leave  the  whole  subject 
in  a  cloud  and  allow  each  believer  to  shape 
his  opinions  as  he  will  ?  Simply  for  this 
reason,  that  it  is  well  to  have  our  beliefs 
expressed  somewhere  in  snch  a  shape  that, 
when  they  are  attacked  with  the  weapons 
of  a  hostile  logic,  we  may  have  a  citadel  in 
which  to  take  refuge  and  be  safe.  All  this 
precision  in  langu^e,  and  carefulness  of 
expression  that  characterize  the  doctrine  of 
the  Trinity  are  not,  it  is  freely  granted, 
absolutely  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  de¬ 
votion.  Thousands,  nay  miiiions  have  lived 
and  died  in  the  true  faith  of  a  Christian 
without  a  conception  of  the  theological  dis¬ 
tinction  between  substance  and  person,  es¬ 
sence  and  hypostasis.  They  have  loved 
their  Saviour,  trusted  in,  and  prayed  to 
him,  without  dreaming  of  ever  patting  their 
faith  in  his  divinity  into  a  theological  state¬ 
ment  of  any  sort.  >' evertheless  it  was 
needful  for  the  peace  and  comfort  of  those 
very  same  unquestioning  believers  that 
somewhere,  and  in  some  bauds,  the  correct 
theological  statement  should  exist.  The 
dwellers  in  a  fortified  city  seldom,  in  time 
of  peace,  give  a  thought  to  the  skilfully 
planned  and  elaborately  built  defences  on 
which  their  security  depends.  The  cattle 
browse  on  the  green  glacis.  The  children 
play  in  the  embrasures,  or  chase  each  other 
round  the  ramparts.  To  many  of  the  citi¬ 
zens,  perhaps,  the  whole  scheme  of  defen¬ 
ces  seems  a  costly  absurdity.  The  ponder- 
oas  masonry  of  wall  and  bastion  looks  to 
them  the  monument  of  a  forgotten  and  bar¬ 
barous  past  that  never  can  return. 

Let  the  ancient  stone  work  crumble  and 
fall  down,  they  say.  Take  off  from  their 
hinges  the  heavy  iron-bound  gates  that  bar 
our  passing  in  and  out ;  they  are  an  annoy¬ 
ance  and  are  useless  ;  there  never  will  be 
war  again.  But  let  war  come,  let  the  ene¬ 
my  suddenly  appear  on  the  horizon,  make 
bis  approaches  and  draw  his  lines,  and  the 
meaning  and  value  of  the  old  walls  are 
seen  at  once.  It  is  now  acknowledged  by 
all  that  not  a  single  precaution  was  unneces¬ 
sary,  that  not  an  angle  or  a  battery  was 
placed  without  a  purpose,  and  the  wisdom 
of  the  past  is  justified  by  the  necessities  of 
the  present.  So  it  is  with  the  great  fan- 
damental  doctrmesof  the  Christian  faith. 
So  long  as  they  are  quietly  accepted,  and 
no  assault  is  directed  against  them,  they 
seem  to  many  of  ns  unnecessarily  precise 
and  definite.  Even  those  who  accept  them 
and  live  under  their  shadow  often  complaih 
that  they  are  too  elaborate  and  formal. 
But  when  the  attack  comes,  and  the  strong¬ 
hold  of  the  faith  is  threatened  hj  the  mis¬ 
siles  and  enginery  of  unbelief,  then  it  is 
seen  that  our  fathers  were  not  one  whit  too 
careful,  and  that  every  bulwark  of  doctrine 
has  its  practical  value  and  use. 


ABSCDOTB  OF  WESLXT, 

Under  the  guidance  of  John  Wesley,  the 
growth  of  the  Methodist  "connection" 
was  so  rapid  that  at  his  death  it  numbered 
more  than  fire  hundred  preachers  in  Great 
Britain  and  America,  while  a  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  persons  looked  up  to  him  as 
their  spiritual  father. 

Once,  in  the  course  of  his  journeying, 
Wesley  came  to  Epwortb,  his  native  vil¬ 
lage,  which  he  bad  not  visited  for  many 
years.  He  called  on  the  curate,  and  offer¬ 
ed  him  his  services  to  assist  in  retding  or 
preaching.  They  were  declined  ;  and  the 
curate,  on  the  next  day,  which  was  Sunday, 
preached  against  enthusiasm  to  a  large  au¬ 
dience  which  had  assembled  with  the  ex¬ 
pectation  of  hearing  the  famous  preacher, 
the  son  of  their  former  honored  pastor. 
When  the  service  was  over,  a  man  stood 
up  and  gave  notice  that  Mr.  Wedey,  not 
being  permitted  to  preach  in  the  Church, 
would  speak  in  the  churchyard  at  six 
o’clock.  "Accordingly,"  says  ke,  "at 
six  I  came,  and  found  such  a  congregation 
as  I  believe  Epworth  never  saw  before.  I 
stood  near  the  East  end  of  the  Church, 
upon  my  father’s  tombstone,  and  cried, 

‘  The  Ungdom  of  Heaven  is  not  meat  and 
drink,  but  righteousness  and  peace,  and  j 
joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost.’  "  Seven  success¬ 
ive  evenings  he  preached  on  that  tomb¬ 
stone,  and  in  no  place  did  he  ever  preach 
with  greater  effect.  "Lamentotions,"  he 
says,  “and  great  groanings  were  heard, 
God  bowing  their  hearts  so ;  and  on  every 
side,  as  with  one  accord,  they  lifted  up 
their  voices  and  wept  aloud.  Sevewd  drop¬ 
ped  down  as  dead  ;  and  among  the  rest. 


for  the  righteousness  of  faith,  as  almost 
drowned  my  voice.  But  many  of  these 
soon  lifted  up  their  heads  with  joy,  and 
broke  out  into  thanksgiving  ;  being  assured 
they  now  had  the  desire  of  their  soul,  the 
forgiveness  of  their  sins.”  Among  bis 
hearers  at  this  time  was  a  gentleman  who 
professed  to  be  of  no  religion,  and  had  not 
attended  public  worship  for  thirty  years. 
Wesley  noticed  him  standing  like  a  statue 
when  the  services  were  over,  and  asked  him 
abruptly,  "  Sir,  are  you  a  sinner  ?  "  "  Sin¬ 
ner  enough,"  he  repliea  in  a  deep  and 
broken  voice.  He  seemed  scarce  able  to 
move ;  but  his  wife  and  servants,  who 
were  all  in  tears,  put  him  into  bis  chaise 
and  took  him  home.  Ten  years  afterwards 
Wesley  called  on  him  and  found  him  strong 
in  faith,  and  waiting  for  the  welcome  hour 
of  his  depaxture. 

TEE  LATE  FBOF.  MILLBB  OF  EDIEBDEOH. 

The  name  of  Professor  Miller,  remarks 
the  British  Standard,  is  well  known  to  mul¬ 
titudes  on  this  side  of  the  Tweed,  and  es¬ 
pecially  in  the  great  Metropolis.  As  a 
medical  practitioner  he  bad  attained  to  a 
very  high,  and  he  was  rapidly  approaching 
the  highest,  rank.  As  a  medic^  writer  be 
had  taken  his  placs  amongst  the  foremost 
men  of  the  age.  We  have  several  of  his 
professional  works,  all  productions  of  the 
highest  character.  In  connection  with  phi- 
lantbiopy,  he  occupied  the  loftiest  eminence. 
His  publications  on  the  subject  of  total  ab¬ 
stinence  and  the  mischiefs  of  inebriety  sur¬ 
pass  everything  of  the  kind  that  has  yet 
appeared.  Some  of  his  recent  volumes 
more  especially,  have  bad  an  immense  cir¬ 
culation,  and  they  have,  we  doubt  not, 
been  emiuently  subservient  to  the  interests 
of  sobriety,  and  health,  and  life,  and  hap¬ 
piness.  Professor  Miller  was  one  of  the 
three  or  four  medical  gentlemen  who  lately 
held  a  consultation  on  the  physical  condi¬ 
tion  of  Dr.  Thomas  Guthrie,  and  united  in 
testifying  to  the  peril  that  would  attend  ex¬ 
citement,  and  conseqdently  in  the  interdict¬ 
ing  of  pulpit  labor. 

It  is  affecting  to  know  that  Dr.  Miller, 
then  in  the  prime  of  life  and  the  pride  of 
power,  has  himself  already  been  called 
away  to  the  world  of  spirits,  while  his  fra¬ 
gile  friend  and  patient  still  remains,  with 
the  prospect  of  many  .years  of  quiet  but 
useful  labor.  Professor  Miller  was  known 
to  be  peculiarly  attached  to  Dr.  Guthrie, 
whose  worth  he  fully  estimated,  whose 
character  he  enthusiastically  admired,  and 
whose  genius  he  fervently  extolled. 

It  only  remains  to  be  stated,  that  Dr. 
Guthrie  has  embalmed  the  memory  of  bis 
lamented  and  invaluable  friend  in  his  own 
inimitable  way,  and  with  his  own  brUliant 
pen.  We  have  much  pleasure  in  laying  the 
solemn  tribute  before  our  readers  : 

Not  long  ago,  we  saw  the  figure  of  a 
monk,  with  candles  burning,  women  kneel¬ 
ing,  and  votive  offerings  hung  around  his 
shrine.  His  sto^  was  on  the  pedestal  which 
supported  his  image.  A  thousand  years 
ago — so  long  bad  his  fame  outlived  himself 
— a  fatal  plague  entered  bis  town:  and  after 
an  attempt  to  stop  its  ravages,  magistrates, 
priests,  and  all  who  could,  fled  in  terror — 
the  scene  being  abandoned  to  the  dead  and 
the  dying  by  all  save  this  brave  good  monk. 
Like  the  single  Roman  who  held  the  bridge, 
he  kept  his  post ;  removing  the  dead  from 
the  side  of  the  living,  ministering  comfort 
to  the  bereaved,  medicines  to  the  stricken, 
and  the  offloes  of  religion  to  the  dying. 
The  survivors  canonized  him  ;  and  though 
veneration  in  this,  as  in  other  oases,  passed 
into  idolatry — the  feeling  that  seeks  to  keep 
alive  the  memory  of  the  great  and  good,  is 
rather  to  be  commended  than  condemned. 
Saint  or  hero  worship  is  but  a  wrong  way  of 
doing  a  right  thing. 

"  The  righteoTu  shall  be  held  in  everlast¬ 
ing  remembrance,”  saith  the  Scriptures; 
and  under  the  sanction  of  such  high  au¬ 
thority  and  with  a  melancholy  pleasure,  we 
would  add  our  tribute  to  the  great  outburst 
of  sorrow  and  admiration  which  the  death 
of  Professor  Miller  has  called  forth.  The 
prudery  which  leaves  a  man  to  work  on 
without  one  word  of  commendation,  lest  it 
rhould  bree4  vanity,  cannot  now  fear  that 
our  praise  may  spoil  him.  It  never  could. 
Dust,  straws,  a  breath  can  stir ;  hat  his 
spirit,  bearing  no  likeness  to  such  light 
things,  presented  that  solid  and  beantifal 
combination  of  grace  and  genius,  which 
has  aims  so  much  higher  than  its  attain¬ 
ments,  as  to  be  ever  humble  and  dissatisfl- 
ed  with  itself.  Any  way,  be  cannot  now  be 
affected  by  our  praise.  We  seem  still  to 
hear  the  echoes  of  the  loud  applause  which 
rose  from  crowded  assemblies  to  greet  his 
rising ;  but  he,  whose  manly  form  and 
beautiful  face  we  shall  see  no  more,  lies  in 
the  silent  house,  insensible  alike  to  com¬ 
mendation  and  censure. 

*  Struck  down  in  his  fifty-second  year. 
Professor  Miller’s  life  has  been  compara¬ 
tively  short— but  how  full  of  work ;  how 
good,  suooesefal,  brilliant  his  o.<ireer  I  One 
of  the  sons  of  an  excellent  and  singularly 
shrewd  man,  Rsv.  James^  Miller,  he  was 
born  at  the  manse  of  Monikie  in  1812,  and 
having  passed  through  bis  literary  and 
philosophical  ourrioulnm  at  the  University 
of  St.  Andrews,  he  spent  the  following  five 
or  six  years  at  that  of  Edinburgh  in  prepa¬ 
ration  for  the  medical  profession.  He  com¬ 
menced  practice  at  once  in  Edinburgh ; 
and  in  1812  succeeded  the  eminent  Sir 
Charles  Bell  as  Professor  of  Surgery  in  its 
University. 

Distiogaished  as  a  lecturer,  eminent  as  a 
writer,  dexterous  as  an  operator,  and  not 
only  admired,  but  beloved,  by  his  students, 
he  fully  justified  the  choice  of  the  patrons; 
winning  himself  a  name,  and  adding  fame 
and  lustre  to  Edinburgh  as  a  School  of 
Medicine.  His  professional  brethren  will 
no  doubt  do  ample  justice  to  his  memory. 
He  was  a  noble  ornament  of  a  noble  pro¬ 
fession.  What  cunning  of  hand  in  guid¬ 
ing  the  knife,  while  spectators  held  their 
breath,  within  a  hair-breadth  of  the  seat  of 
hfe  I— what  BAill  in  detecting  the  maladies 
which  were  sapping  its  foun^tions  1— how 
welcome  to  his  time  and  care  such  as  had 
nothing  but  the  thanks  of  restored  health 
and  grateful  hearts  to  offer  1— under  a 
brusque  and  off-hand  manner,  what  teader- 
ness  of  heart  I — and  while  administering  to 
the  body,  how  often  did  he  stand  forth  in 
the  loftier  character  of  one  who  could  min¬ 
ister  to  a  mind  diseased  1  He  never  forgot 
toe  Christian  in  toe  physician ;  and  we 
have  heard  tell  how,  when  skill  was  baffled, 
and  man  could  do  no  more,  he  could  hold 
up  the  Cross  before  the  failing  gaze  of 
death,  and  dropping  on  his  knees,  poor  out 
his  heart  in  earnest,  affecting  prayers. 

This  will  astonito  none  who  knew  our 
friend.  Like  a  perennial  spring  fed  by  a 
great  reservoir  vnthin  the  bosom  of  toe 
everlasting  hills,  his  heart  overflowed  with 
kindness.  How  touchingly  this  appeared 
in  his  last  hours,  when  he  repeatedly  — tr*d 
those  who  hung  over  his  bed  to  kiss  him, 


and  returned  their  embraces  with  the  ten- 
derest  affection  I  Then  in  religion,  as  in 
all  things  else,  he  was  a  genuine  transpa¬ 
rent  man.  Piety  illuminated  his  life  ;  and 
after  a  period  of  darkness,  the  result  of  the 
disease  under  Ahich  he  sunk,  it  broke  out, 
like  a  setting  sun,  to  shed  its  golden  radi¬ 
ance  on  his  iast  hours.  One  who  watched 
the  closing  scene  informs  ns  that  he  died 
peacefully  and  qaiescently  resting  on  and 
rejoicing  in  his  Saviour— "to  be  with 
Jesus”  was  whispered  in  his  ear,  "which 
is  far  better  ”  was  his  faint  but  prompt  and 
happy  response — when  unable  to  utter  com¬ 
plete  sentences,  broken  ones  and  words 
dropped  from  his  lips  whioh  breathed  of 
heaven— and  life’s  last  efforts  were  spent  in 
bearing  testimony  to  the  Saviour’s  faithful¬ 
ness  and  his  own  comfort.  He  was  heard 
to  say,  "He  is  faithful  who  has  promised;” 
that  said,  after  throwing  a  gaze  as  it  were 
into  far  distance,  lifting  up  his  hand,  and 
beckoning  on  some  object  which  seemed 
revealed  to  him  though  concealed  from  all 
other  eyes,  he  closed  his  own,  and,  to  use 
an  expression  he  often  dwrit  on,  "fell 
asleep  in  Jesus.” 

It  may  be  interesting  to  such  as  never 
saw  Prof.  Miller  to  learn  that  in  him  the 
jewel  was  encased  within  a  befitting  casket. 
Though  in  William  III,  in  John  Calvin, 
Richard  Baxter,  and  in  some  others,  the 
world  has  seen  a  great  soul  lodged  in  a  puny 
and  fragile  form;  and  though,  as  there  is 
really  nothing  great  in  toe  world  but  man, 
there  is  nothing  great  in  man  but  mind,  we 
like  to  see  such  harmony  between  the  soul 
and  its  corporeal  frame  as  lent  a  charm 
to  the  person  and  presence  of  our  lamented 
friend.  His  finely  moulded  and  well-knit 
form,  his  elastic  step  aud  manly  port  were 
quite  noticeable;  still  more  his  face,  which 
presented  a  rare  combination  of  womanly 
beauty  with  an  expression  of  maEOuline 
energy  and  intellectual  power.  Chiselled 
after  the  finest  models  of  Grecian  sculpture, 
it  was  quite  beantifal  —  Reminding  us  of 
toe  poet’s  words  in  Cymbeliue,— 

I  do  not  tblnk 

Bo  f«li  an  outward  form  and  auoh  atoll  within 

Budowa  a  man  bat  he." 

As  a  public  speaker  Prof.  Miller  was  a 
host  in  himself.  On  the  platform  the  cler¬ 
gy  are  sometimes  given  to  preach,  and  gen¬ 
tlemen  of  the  long  robe  to  plead, — the  first 
falling  into  a  pulpit  manner,  and  serving 
up  what  seem  bits  and  fag-ends  of  sermons; 
the  second  speaking  as  if  they  forgot  the 
difference  between  a  popular  audience  in 
the  Music  Hall  and  "My  Lords”  of  the 
Parliament  House.  But  our  friend  was  a 
true  native-born  orator;  presenting  such  a 
melange  of  sparkling  wit  and  solid  wisdom, 
of  the  grave  and  the  gay,  of  telling  anec¬ 
dote  and  piotoral  illustrations,  of  lucid 
statement  and  nervous  argument,  of  bursts 
of  indignation  and  touches  of  tender  pathos, 
that  societies  contended  for  his  presence 
at  their  meetings;  and  the  cause  which  had 
secured  his  advocacy  was  considered  as  good 
as  won. 

To  mental  abilities  of  a  high  order,  Prof. 
Miller  united  moral  qualities  which  did 
much  to  raise  him  to  his  influential  and  very 
eminent  position  in  society.  Among  these, 
not  the  least  remarkable  was  his  dauntless 
courage.  Some  men  of  great  genius  have, 
been  great  cowards;  but  our  friend  was 
bold  as  a  lion.  With  his  back  to  God’s 
throne  in  the  cause  of  justice,  truth,  or  hu¬ 
manity,  we  will  venture  to  say  that  he  would 
have  faced  and  fought  the  world.  In  plead¬ 
ing  for  the  holy  ol^rvance  of  the  Lord’s 
day,  in  pleading  toe  claims  of  total  absti¬ 
nence,— a  cause  into  which  he  threw  his 
whole  soul,  advocating  it  with  eloquent  and 
mighty  arguments  on  the  platfoim  and  also 
through  the  press,— in  pleading  on  behalf 
of  Booieties  for  the  suppression  of  vice,  for 
shortening  the  hours  of  labor  aad  emanoi- 
patiiig  our  youth  from  the  slavery  of  trades 
of  the  counter,  and  of  the  counting-room, 
he  knew  the  opprobrium  to  which  be  was 
exposing  himself  from  selfish  or  ungodly 
men;  but  the  only  effect  which  their  oppo¬ 
sition  appeared  to  have  on  him  was  to  blow 
out  the  folds  of  his  battle-banner,  and  to 
blow  up  his  zeal  into  a  brighter,  higher 
flame.  Engaged  in  some  grea^  good  cause, 
his  eagerness  to  accept  the  combat  remind¬ 
ed  us  at  times  of  the  graUd  picture  of  the 
war-horse :  "  He  paweth  in  toe  valiey,  and 
rejoiceth  in  his  strength;  he  goeth  on  to 
meet  the  armed  men;  he  mocketh  at  fear : 
he  saith  among  the  trumpets,  Ha,  ha  1  and 
he  smelleth  the  battle  afar  off,  toe  thunder 
of  the  captains  and  the  shouting.” 

These  properties,  all  baptized  in  grace 
and  consecrated  to  the  cause  of  Jesus,  plac¬ 
ed  him*  among  the  foremost  of  his  time  in 
the  field  of  Christian  usefulness.  "  Look  not 
every  man  on  his  own  things,  but*  every 
nian  also  on  the  things  of  others,”  was  the 
motto  under  which  he  pursued,  to  the  brink 
of  the  grave,  or  rather  up  to  the  gate  of 
heaven,  his  benevolent  course.  He  lived 
cot  for  himself ;  and  perhaps  the  most  re¬ 
markable  thing  in  his  career  is  that,  while 
he  kept  abreast  of  the  foremost  in  his  pro¬ 
fession,  he  rendered  such  services  with  pen 
and  speech  to  great  public  causes  as  would 
have  engrossed  a  large  share  of  the  whole 
time  of  ordinary  men.  What  energy,  what 
self-denial,  what  generous  toil  did  this  im¬ 
ply  I  and  in  this  what  an  example  has  he 
set  to  men  of  his  own,  and  also  of  other  pro¬ 
fessions  I  And  now  who  is  to  fill  the  great 
gap  which  the  fall  of  this  cedar  has  left  ? 
God  pity  the  objects  of  his  Christian  loving 
pity, — toe  poor  drunkard  ;  frail, '  fallen 
woman  ;  rash  and  inexperienced  youth  ; 
toe  sons  and  daughters  of  hard  toil.  Alas! 
the  seal  of  death  lies  on  the  lips  of  their 
truest,  wisest,  kindest  advocate.  "Ye 
daughters  of  Israel,”  cried  David,  when 
lamenting  the  tragic  fate  of  Saul  and  Jona¬ 
than,  "  weep  over  Saul,  who  clothed  you  in 
scarlet  with  other  delights”;  but  many  a 
poor,  uupitied,  suffering,  sinning  child  of 
our  fallen  humanity  has  better  and  bitterer 
cause  to  water  with  tpars  the  green  sod  that 
lies  on  Miller’s  grave.  How  often,  as  we 
turned  our  thoughts  to  them  from  the  sor¬ 
rowing  ones  of  his  house,  have  we  felt  con- 
atrained  to  cry,  "  Help,  Lord,  for  the  godly 
man  cessath ;  for  'the  faithful  fail  from 
among  the  children  of  men.” 

But  though  to  Professor  Miller  nothing 
was  foreign  which  affected  toe  interest  of 
humanity,  aad  though  his  sympathies,  on- 
cribbed  within  the  narrow  hmits  of  a  Sect, 
expatiated  abroad  in  wide  flight  and  on 
lofty  wings,  and  though  we  love  to  linger 
on  those  aspects  of  his  life  in  which  he  ap¬ 
peared  as  "the  advocate  and  friend  of 
man,”  he  would  not  have  thanked  ns  for 
passing  over  his  deep,  devoted  attachment 
to  the  Free  Church  of  Scotland.  He  held 
its  principles  stoutly— was  one  of  the  most 
generous  contributors  to  its  schemes,  and 
brightest  ornaments  ef  its  courts.  He  threw 
himself  into  its  interests  with  all  toe  energy 
of  his  nature  and  toe  deep  piety  of  his 
heart ;  and  well  may  the  Church  mourn  for 
him  who  now  lies  in  the  Grange  Cemetery, 
Bleeping  beside  thosa  who,  like  "  Epher, 
and  Ishi,  and  Eliel,  and  Azriel,  ware  mighty 
men  of  valor,  famous  men,  and  heads  of 
the  houses  of  their  fathers.”  Taking  her 
place  there,  with  the  graves  of  Chauners, 
and  Cunningham,  and  Agnew,  and  Spiers, 
and  Hugh  Miller,  and  Professor  Miller 
around,  we  can  fancy  our  Church  bewailing 
her  snccessive  berMvements,  ezdaiming, 
"Thou  hast  laid  mine  honor  in  the  duBv’ 
May  a  sense  of  these  losses  inspire  her  to 


cry  in  toe  words  which  follow,  "Arise,  0 


spire  her  sons  to  "covet  the  best  gifts"; 
to  labor,  God  helping  them,  as  these  men 
labored,  to  Uve  m  these  men  Uved.  "I 
wonld  not  like  to  die  unmissed,”  said  Rob¬ 
ert  M’Cheyne.  He  did  not.  Nor  certainly 
did  he  for  whose  tomb  we  have  woven  this 
garland,  to  say  as  we  hang  it  there,  "  Ser¬ 
vant  of  God,  well  done” I— "Blessed  are 
the  dead  which  die  in  the  Lord ;  they  rest 
from  their  labors,  and  thein works  do  follow 
them.” 

This  burst  of  sorrow  and  love,  beauty 
and  splendor,  is  enhanced  by  the  fact,  that 
it  is.  the  simple  truth.  Never  were  words 
better  weighed ;  never  was  eulogy  more 
merited.  "Modern  Athens"  has  been 
suddenly  deprived  of  both  her  Millers ; 
long  may  she  retain  her  Guthrie  and  her 
Candlish,  her  Beggs  and  her  Ba^^hanans  I 
There  is  something  remarkable  about  the 
departure  of  Edinburgh  ministers :  Dr. 
Thomson  died  on  the  steps  of  his  own  door; 
Dr.  Welsh  was  called  away  in  a  moment ; 
Dr.  Gordon  completed  his  sermon  for  the 
morrow,  and  expired ;  Dr.  Chalmers  re¬ 
tired  to  rest  in  ordinary  health,  with  his 
writing  materials  at  his  bed-side,  to  finish 
his  report  at  early  morn  for  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  coming  day.  That  mom 
he  was  not  to  see  ;  he  was  found  dead  and 
cold  I  Thus  it  is  that  man  goes  to  his 
long  home,  and  the  mourners  walk  about 
the  streets. 

A  MODEL  FAMILY. 

About  twenty- five  years  ago,  two  bro¬ 
thers,  then  and  now  residing  in  Kennebunk, 
married.  Their  wives  never  saw  each  other 
until  they  were  married.  These  two  bro¬ 
thers  are  blacksmiths  and  work  together, 
occupying  the  same  shop  that  their  father 
and  grandfather  occupied.

While  waiting  on  the  Isth¬ 
mus  for  a  steamer,  one  of  them  was  taken 
sick;  it  was  agreed  that  the  well  brother 
should  proceed  to  California,  and  that  the 
other  should  return  home  as  soon  as  he  was 
able,  which  he  did.  The  California  bro¬ 
ther  remained  in  the  golden  State,  working 
at  this  trade,  until  he  accumulated  $3600, 
when  he  returned  home.  After  the  con¬ 
gratulations  were  over,  the  Californian 
brought  out  his  treasure,  and  said,  "  Here, 
brother,  is  $1800,  your  half  of  my  earn¬ 
ings  1’’  The  wives  take  turns  in  presiding 
at  the  table— alternating  weekly;  the  one 
off  duty  taking  no  more  interest  in  matters 
than  if  she  was  a  hoarder.  We  gather  the 
above  facts  from  a  gentleman  of  this  city, 
who  recently  made  a  short  call  at  the  home 
of  these  brothers.  So  says  the  Fortland 
Argus. 

FDBITT  OF  SPEECH.

They 
too  often  indulge  in  stories  and  jests  that 
are  much  more  befitting  the  circles  of  the 
ale-house  and  the  gambling- saloon,  than  of 
those  who  profess  to  be  striving  through 
the  grace  of  God  to  keep  themselves  un¬ 
spotted  from  the  world.

We  oannot  bnt  deplore  that  natural 
soienoe  should  be  looked  upon  with  sus- 
pioioD  by  many  who  do  not  make  a  study 
of  it,  merely  on  aooount  of  the  unadvised 
manner  in  whioh  some  ar^laoing  it  in  op¬ 
position  to  Holy  Writ  We  believe  that  it 
is  the  duty  of  every  soientifio  student  to 
investigate  nature  simply  for  the  purpose 
of  elucidating  truth,  and  that  if  he  finds 
that  some  of  his  results  appear  to  be  in 
oontradiotion  to  the  written  Word,  or  rather 
to  his  own  interpretation  of  it,  whioh  may 
be  erroneous,  be  should  not  presumptuous¬ 
ly  affirm  that  his  own  oonolusions  must  be 
right  and  the  statements  of  Scripture 
wrong;  rather  leave  the  two  side  by  side 
till  it  shall  please  Ood  to  allow  ns  to  see  the 
manner  in  which  they  may  be  reconciled; 
and  instead  of  insisting  upon  the  seeming 
differences  between  science  and  the  Scrip¬ 
tures,  it  would  be  well  to  rest  in  faith  upon 
the  points  in  whioh  they  agree. 

FormaUnn  Cropping  Out — Bev.  F.  Vincent, 
rector  of  Slinfold,  Sussex,  has  been  send¬ 
ing  a  brief  address  on  the  subject  of  “An 
Offering  of  First  fruits  at  the  beginning  of 
Harvest,”  to  every  occupier  of  land  in  his 
parish.  After  reminding  the  farmers  of 
the  Jewish  practice  in  ancient  times  as  re¬ 
corded  in  the  books  of  Exodus  and  Deu¬ 
teronomy,  he  invited  them  to  set  apart  a 
portion  of  the  first  and  best  fruits  of  their 
harvest— a  small  portion  only,  since  it  was 
not  for  bounty,  but  as  a  token  for  the  whole 
that  it  is  the  ^t  of  Ood—'*  and  to  bring  the 
offering,  with  love  and  thankfulness,  either 
to  the  sexton  of  the  Oburch,  or  to  one  of 
the  Oburch  wardens.”  The  rector  explain¬ 
ed  that  all  the  offerings  would  be  deposit¬ 
ed  in  the  Ohnrch,  and  there  kept  tiU  the 
ingathering  of  the  harvest  is  completed, 
when  it  was  designed  that  one  and  all 
should  rejoice  together  in  offering  a  gener¬ 
al  thanksgiving  ”  to  the  Author  and  Qiver 
of  all  good  things.”  Mr.  Vincent  says 
that,  with  only  two  exceptions,  the  farmers 
”  responded  most  cordially  and  devoutly  to 
the  in^tation.”  “Then,  on  the  succeed¬ 
ing  Sunday,  all  the  collected  offerings,  fill¬ 
ing  a  large  basket,  were  carried  by  four 
youths  into  the  Ohurch  and  placed  in  front 
of  the  holy  table,  the  clergy  officiating 
preceding  them  from  the  entrance  to  the 
churchyard,  and  a  select  portion  of  the 
children  of  the  school  following,  singing  a 
harvest  hymn.” 

Very  “  histrionic  ”  certainly,  and  quite 
in  keeping  with  the  mediaeval  tendencies  of 
many  of  the  clergy,  and  therefore  open  to 
grave  and  manifold  objections  that  will 
readily  suggest  themselves  to  students  of 
ecclesiastical  history. 

Plagiarism.— Singular  charges  of  pl^'ar- 
ism  have  been  brought  aminst  Bev.  WilUam 
Porteous,  a  minister  at  Innellan,  Scotland, 
who  is  aocufed  of  having  printed  a  memoir  of 
one  John  Johnstone,  the  thoughts,  lan^age, 
and  substance  thereof  being  knowingly, 
wilfully,  and  furtively  appropriated  by  him 
from  a  memoir  of  the  late  B^v-  William 
Archer  Butler,  by  the  very  Bev.  Thomas 
Woodward,  M.  A.,  Dean  of  Down;  with  hav¬ 
ing  circulated  a  sermon  entitled  “  The  New 
Oreation,”  the  thonghts,  language,  and  sub¬ 
stance  of  which  were  knowingly  taken,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  from  two  sermons  by  the 
late  Bev.  W.  A.  Bntler,  and  from  a  lecture 
by  the  late  Bev.  F.  W.  Bobertson  o(  Brigh¬ 
ton.  There  are  other  charges  against  Por¬ 
teous,  and  be  is  to  appear  at  the  next  meet¬ 
ing  of  Presbytery  in  Edinburgh,  in  Sep¬ 
tember,  to  answer  them. 

A  Consecrated  Cbureh. — Miss  H.  O.  Brittan, 
a  Bible-reader  in  Oalcntta,  of  the  Woman’s 
Union  Missionary  Society,  writes  in  their 
“  Missionary  Link,”  that  she  attended  ser¬ 
vice  at  the  “  Old  Ohurch,”  as  it  is  called.

It 
is,  in  itself,  like  a  refreshing  shower.  A 
small  spot  will  afford  considerable  fodder; 
and  if  your  herd  is  not  too  large,  will  life 
it  over  into  the  Fall  feed.

Xing  Christian  of  Denmark  has  ifisued  a 
proclamation  to  his  army,  explaining  the 
eanaee  whioh  forced  him  to  oonolnde  a 
peace.  He  admita  the  heavy  sacrifices  im¬ 
posed  on  the  country  to  secure  that  peace. 
He  declares  himself  well  aware  that  the 
army  was  ready  to  renew  the  etmggle,  bnt 
the  final  result  did  not  depend  on  Denmark, 
and  daring  the  contest  a  considerable  part 
of  the  coontry  which  is  in  the  power  of  the 
enemy  would  have  bad  to  support  an  op¬ 
pression  whioh  would  have  led  to  ita  ruin. 
Therefore,  he  felt  obliged  to  put  an  end  to 
the  war  even  by  giving  np  a  part  of  the  ter¬ 
ritory  which  from  time  immemorial  had 
belonged  to  Denmark.  All  his  hopes  of  as¬ 
sistance,  he  deolaree,  have  been  ornelly  de¬ 
ceived,  and«the  superiority  of  the  enemy 
has  therefore  given  them  the  victory.  The 
proclamation  oonoludes  with  a  tribute  front 
the  King  to  the  bravery  and  devotion  of  the 
army.

— The  Frenoh  Gov¬ 
ernment  has  granted  the  sum  of  200,000 
francs  towards  the  execution  of  a  work  on 
Assyrian  Antiquities. 

Too  Dnohstrncted  a  View. — An  alarming 
affair  ooourred  at  Southampton  on  Saturday 
evening.  Wombwell’s  oolleotion  of  wild 
beasts  is  at  present  in  that  town.  On  Satnr- 
day  evening  the  place  of  exhibition  was  well 
filled  with  people,  when  two  lions  escaped 
from  one  of  the  cages.  One  of  them  amus¬ 
ed  himself  by  leaping  abont  among  thq 
visitors  to  the  exhinition  ;  the  other  made 
his  way  ont,  and  spreading  dismay  among 
the  crowd,  at  last  entered  a  house  and  took 
np  a  position  in  a  room  in  whioh  were  some 
ladies.  Both  the  animals  were  fortunately 
seonred,  having  done  no  mischief  save 
causing  intense  alum.— British  Paper. 

Difficulty  between  Urngnay  and  Srasil. — The 
last  Bio  Janeiro  papers  bring  aooounts  of 
the  failure  of  the  mission  of  Senhor  Saraiva, 
who  bad  been  sent  by  Brazil  to  Uruguay 
to  seek  redress  of  grievances.  The  Press 
of  Montevido,  upon  the  news  of  his  com¬ 
ing,  asserted  it  to  be  a  mere  pretext  on  the 
part  of  Brazil  to  piok  a  quarrel  and  then 
invade  and  annex  the  repnblie,  and  that 
this  was  a  part  of  a  plan  to  establish  mon- 
arohial  government  tbroughont  America, 
in  oonjonotion  with  Spain  and  France. 
These  opinions  served  to  excite  consider¬ 
able  apprehension  also  in  the  Argentine 
Confederation  and  Paraguay,  to  whioh  latter 
repnblie  Urngnay  sent  a  speoial  envoy  on 
the  sabjeot. 

In  the  meantime  the  British  Envoy  Ex¬ 
traordinary  at  Bnenos  Ayres,  with  the  Min¬ 
ister  of  Foreign  Affairs  of  the  Argentine 
Confederation,  proceeded  to  Montevideo 
and  attempted  to  mediate  between  the  hos¬ 
tile  factions  in  the  repnblie  of  Urngnay, 
but  throngh  the  inaeoision  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent  the  effort  failed,  though  General  Flores 
manifested  his  willingness  to  lay  down  his 
arms  if  the  President  would  change  the 
ministry  and  grant  the  people  all  their  po¬ 
litical  rights  Finding  their  efforts  useless, 
the  mediators  returned  to  Buenos  Ayres, 
and  the  Brazilian  envoy,  Senhor  Saraiva, 
soon  followed  in  the  Brazilian  vessel  Ni- 
iherohy,  his  reclamation  having  been  refus¬ 
ed,  and  impntation  having  been  oast  npon 
the  motives  of  his  country. 

It  is  now  said  that  Senhor  Saraiva  is  to 
return  to  Montevideo  with  the  Brazilian 
nltimatnm,  and  in  ease  it  is  not  aooepted, 
the  army  of  the  frontier  will  enter  Urugnay- 
an  territory  to  make  reprisals  and  compel 
satisfaction.  This,  however,  the  Brazilians 
claim,  will  not  amount  to  actual  war. 

The  Weigh-HonM  Chapel,  the  Boene  for  many 
years  of  t|ie  ministry  of  Bev.  T.  Binney,  is 
about  to  be  demolished  for  the  purposes  pf 
one  of  the  proposed  railways  whioh  are  in¬ 
vading  London  on  all  tides.  The  Weigh- 
honse  stands  in  the  way  of  the  progress 
from  Blaoklriars  Bridge  to  the  Minories  of 
Tower  Bill  of  the  “Metropolitan  Distriot 
Bail  way,”  part,  we  believe,  of  what  is  call¬ 
ed  “the  inner  oirole.”  The  Bill  received 
the  Boyal  assent  on  the  last  day  of  the  ses¬ 
sion,  and  the  days  of  the  “New  King’s 
Weigh-honse  Chapel” — the  laying  of  the 
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Movements  op  Produce. — The  receipts 
of  prodnee  at  New  York  daring  the  first 
eight  montiis  of  the  present  year  show  a 
falling  off  in  everything  except  oats  from 
the  total  of  last  year.  Last  year  the  re¬ 
ceipts  of  wheat  fionr  amounted  to  2,826,- 
595  barrels,  of  corn  10,393,219  bashels, 
and  of  wheat  in  the  grain,  9,258,046  bosh- 
els.  This  year  the  receipts  of  wheat  floor 
amount  to  2,477,117  barrels,  of  corn  4,- 
207,656  bnsbels,  and  of  wheat  in  the 
grain,  8,743,755  bashels,  showing  a  de¬ 
crease  in  corn  alone  of  6,185,563  bashels. 
In  oats,  the  increase  over  last  year  is  105,- 
544  bi^els.  In  provisions,  the  change  is 
also  noticeable.  The  receipts  of  pork, 
bacon,  and  lard,  all  hog  prodnets,  show  a 
very  important  decrease,  bat  there  has 
been  a  material  increase  in  beef,  batter, 
and  cheese. 

The  exports  have  increased  daring  An- 
gnst,  so  that  the  shipments  of  wheat  are 
nearly  np  to  the  corresponding  total  of  last 
year.  The  most  noticeable  decline  in  ce¬ 
reals  is  in  the  shipment  of  Indian  corn.  In 
provisions  the  change  in  exports  corre¬ 
sponds  nearly  with  the  change  in  receipts. 
Hog  prodnets  have  decreased,  while  the 
products  of  kine  have  mostly  increased.  It 
is  anticipated  that  there  will  be  heavy  ship¬ 
ments  of  beef  and  cheese  daring  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  year,  and  also  a  compara¬ 
tive  increase  in  the  shipment  of  cat  meats.

THX  MARYLAND  BOUGETON  WHEAT. 

Mr.  Root  of  Sweden,  N.  Y,  writes  to 
the  Genesee  Farmer: — “ I  promised  to  re¬ 
port  to  yon  the  merits  /Of  the  Maryland 
Bonghton  wheat,  sown  last  Fall,  the  seed 
of  which  I  obtained  throngh  yonr  polite¬ 
ness  at  the  International  Wheat  Show  in 
Rochester.  The  wheat  did  not  arrive  till 
quite  late  for  seeding  time,  so  it  can  hardly 
^  said  to  have  had  a  fair  trial.  It  was 
sown  the  18th  of  September  on  a  common 
fallow,  without  mannre,  land  ones  plowed, 
then  coltivated  and  harrowed.  The  Win¬ 
ter  was  onnsnally  hard  on  late  sown  wheat, 
and  thk  was  much  Injored  by  heaving,  a 
large  portion  of  the  gronnd  being  stiff  day 
sdl  and  not  rich.  The  ten  bashels  of  seed 
was  sown  on  five  acres  of  land.  In  the 
Spring  it  looked  very  spotted,  and  also  at 
harvest  time,  as  it  ripened  very  unevenly, 
and  on  the  thin  late  spots  the  berry  was 
shrank, 


A  Change  in  Currency  and  Wages. 
— For  a  long  time  the  wages  of  mechanics 
were  maintained  in  California  by  the  influ¬ 
ence  of  the  placer  mines.  When  a  man 
could  make  his  $6  per  day  with  a  sluice 
anywhere  between  Mariposa  and  Dovnie- 
ville,  carpenters  conld  not  be  hired  in  San 
Francisco  for  $5.  Bnt  the  placer  mines 
are  almost  exhausted.  The  solitary  miner 
without  capital  has  now  no  career  open  be¬ 
fore  him.  The  placers  of  the  Sierra  Neva¬ 
da  and  of  Frazer  river  ;  the  argentiferoos 
deposits  of  Washoe  and  Reese  river,  and 
prospecting  for  gold,  silver,  copper,  and 
coal,  have  been  successively  “played  ont,” 
as  “spheres”  for  poor  men  generally,  and 
now  their  chief  reliance  is  in  work  for  wages 
at  a  fixed  price. 

Onr  labor  market  has  a  downward  ten¬ 
dency.  As  the  wages  of  the  mechanic  fell 
from  $16  per  day  in  ’49,  to  $8  in  ’51,  and 
to  $6  in  ’53,  and  to  $4  in  ’56,  so  they  will 
go  on  falling  hereafier.  There  may  be  no 
decrease  this  year  or  next,  bnt  no  combina¬ 
tions  can  defy  the  laws  of  trade. — Alta 
California  of  Aug.  10th. 

The  Drought  Abroad. — ^The  drought 
which  we  had  here  daring  a  greater  part  of 
the  early  Summer,  says  an  English  paper, 
seems  to  have  extended  over  England,  Scot¬ 
land,  and  Ireland,  affecting  the  wheat  crop 
very  severely.  The  resnlt  of  careful  inqui¬ 
ries  shows  that  twenty- nine  connties  of  the 
United  Kingdom  have  below  an  average 
crop  of  wheat,  thirty- two  counties  have  an 
average  crop,  and  ten  only  are  slightly 
above  an  average. 

Cabbage. — ^The  •best  method  to  preserve 
cabbag^es  in  Winter  is  to  gather  them  early, 
say  about  the  first  of  November,  when  they 
are  perfectly  free  from  moisture,  and  bang 
them  op  in  a  cool,  dry  cellar.  The  great

MOW  TO  DRt'bWRRT  CORN. 

When  the  corn  is  in  good  condition  for 
faring,  the  grains  being  folly  grown,  boO  a 
qoantity  of  ears  just  enough  to  cook  the 
BtftTch,  and  then  let  them  c(X>l  and 
dry  a  few  hoars,  and  then  shelj  or  cot  off 
the  grains  and  spread  them  in  the  *800  till 
dried-  The  best  way  to  dry  the  com  Is  to 
wail  a  piece  of  cloth  of  very  open  textnre  on 
a  frame,  whiidi  if  two  feet  wide  and  five 
long,  wUl  be  of  a  convenient  size  to  handle. 
If  the  com  is  spread  thinly  upon  this  cloth 
it  will  dry  quickly,  without  soaring.  It 
should  be  covered  with  a  mosquito  netting 
to  keep  off  the  flies.  Another  person  gives 
the  following  directions  for  drying  sweet 
own  :  “As  soon  as  the  corn  is  fit  for  the 
table,  hnsk  uid  spread  the  ears  in  an  open 
oven,  or  some  quickly  drying  place.  When 
the  grains  loosen  shell  the  com,  or  shell  as 
soon  as  yon  can.  Then  spread  npon  a 
cloth  to  dry  in  the  son,  or  on  paper  in  a 
wariQ  oven;  stir  often,  that  it  may  dry 
qnicUy  and  not  overheat.  It  more  resem- 
Mea  tha  nndried  by  its  being  whole,  is 
sweeter,  and  ret^a  more  of  its  natnral  fla¬ 
vor  by  drying  faster.  When  wholly  dried 
Bxpoee  it  to  the  wind  by  taming  it  slowly 
from  dkh  to  dish  ;  the  wind  blows  off  all 
the  tioablesome  white  chaff.”

Ever  welcome  to  hearth  and  heart  are  the 
Miss  Warners— the  authors  of  the  '*  Wide, 
Wide  World  ”  end  of  “  Dollars  and  Cents  ” 
—two  sisters  who  have  been  so  long  aoons- 
tomed  to  write  together,  and  think  togeth¬ 
er,  and  exist  together,  that  they  hardly 
know  their  own  productions  apart — and 
hence  issne  them  bearing  their  joint  names. 
They  have  been  silent  of  late,  and  we  did 


than  they  opened.  The  money  market  worked 
steady,  and  there  is  good  prospect  that  it  will  so 
continue.  The  great  financial  feature  of  the 
week  is  the  fall  in  gold,  the  present  high  premi¬ 
um  on  which  is  neither  based  upon  an  issue  of 
currency  beyond  the  amount  in  use  when  gold 
sold  below  $2  or  upon  a  more  unfavoiable  mili¬ 
tary  situation.  The  Government  Unaoces  are  in- 
de<^  in  an  improving  condition,  throujdi  the  sup¬ 
port  given  by  the  Internal  Revenue  bUl  and  the 
tariff.  The  treasury  is  npw  in  receipt  of  the  reg¬ 
ular  income  tax,  and  next  month  will  collect 
large  sums  under  the  extra  tax  bill,  and  be  able 
to  reduce  its  borrowing,  at  the  same  time  meeting 
its  obligations  promptly. 

Imfbovkd  Finamcial  Peospicts  follow  close  on 
our  enilitary  successes.  The  aggregate  of  the 
bids  for  the  new  loan  is  $72,702,760,  and  the  en¬ 
tire  amount  awarded  is  nearly  $32,000,000,  nine- 
tenths  of  it  at  over  four  per  centum  per  anuum. 
The  remainder  will  be  divided  pro  rata  among 
those  who  bid  at  4  per  centum.  There  were  nu¬ 
merous  successful  bids  from  individuals  and  cor¬ 
porations  from  all  over  the  oountry.  Some  of 
the  offerers  prefixed  remarks  to  their  bids,  saying 
“  If  there  should  not  be  acceptable,  they  will 
take  7-30s  at  par.”  These  exhibitions  of  confi¬ 
dence  in  the  financial  integi  ity  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  ore  peculiarly  gratifying  at  this  time,  and 
present  a  marked  contrast  to  the  distrust  which 
prevails  among  the  people  everywhere  at  the 
South  as  to  the  Confederate  finances. 

The  great  fall  in  gold  (leaving  off  to-day  at 
222i)  is  due  partly  to  the  improved  miliUry  posi¬ 
tion,  and  much  we  doubt  not  to  the  disintegra¬ 
tion  of  the  dangerous  element  in  our  Northern 
politics.  The  fluctuations,  however,  will  some¬ 
what  disturb  commercial  affairs. 

The  Dey  Goods  Maeket  has  been  very  dull  the 
past  week,  and  the  few  and  generally  strong  hold¬ 
ers  of  cotton  fabrics  are  balancing  the  small  stock 
and  light  and  costly  production,  over  against  the 
present  rather  marked  reserve  of  the  country 
merchants,  the  downward  tendency  of  gold,  &c., 
but  coming  to  no  definite  conclusion.  In  a  word 
cotton  fabrics  are  waiting  for  something  to  turn 
up.  It  should  be  said  that  the  auction  sales  of 
the  week  show  a  falling  off  equal  to  6a  10  per 
cent,  on  most  domestic  goods.  In  woolens  there 
is  less  firmness,  and  buyers  could  obtain  a  conces¬ 
sion  if  disposed  to  stand  out  for  it.  At  current 
rates  cotton  standard  heavy  sheetings  could 
not  be  made  below  85a87^c,  though  agents  quote 
them  at  76,  and  the  laBji  sale  from  first  hands  was 
72^.  lu  bleached  the  New  York  Mills  are  job¬ 
bing  at  75c,  but  the  market  generally  is  not  as 
strong.  The  nominal  price  for  Drills  is  still  76c 
for  standard.  In  first  hands  Amoskeag  light  Cot¬ 
ton  Jeans  are  quoted  at  48c:  Naumkeag  63  for 
bleached  aud  colored,  all  nominal  prices  however. 
Naumkeag  Cotton  Flannels  are  held  at  76c  for 
brown  and  78  for  bleached,  but  most  orders  are 
below  these  rates.  The  Stripe  and  Tick  agents 
continue  their  old,  now  mostly  nominal,  quota‘- 
tions. 

Prints  are  the  firmest  goods  in  the  market,  hut 
with  little  doing.  The  Meriimac  Dave  sold  a  few 
at  60c,  30  days,  for  W,  and  47 J  for  Providence 
cloth;  the  Cocbeco  60  same  terms,  but  are  nearly 
out  of  market;  Pacific  47J  net;  Sprague’s  48  reg¬ 
ular  for  fancy,  49  f  r  high  colors;  Natiooal  and 
Mourning45;  Arnold’s  41;  American  Print  Works 
47;  Dunutll’s  46;  Manchester  45;  Allen’s  43  net 
for  fancy,  44  for  frocks,  and  45  for  high  colors.

Beeves— The  experience  this  week  is  a  sad  one 
for  drovers.  Those  who  know  the  cost  of  cattle 
at  the  West  or  along  the  road,  will  understand 
how  great  the  losses  are,  when  they  are  assured 
that  there  is  a  decline  of  one  to  three  cents  a 
pound  net  since  Monday  the  5th,  and  they  will 
understand  the  cause  of  this  decline  when  they 
learn  that  we  have  4350  head  of  bullocks  in  the 
pens  to-day,  and  that  150  were  sold  here  Satur¬ 
day,  and  1650  at  Bergen,  besides  other  hundreds 
at  the  down  town  stables,  making  upward  of  6300 
for  the  week’s  supply.  Upon  the  best  stock  we 
estimate  the  decline  at  one  cent  apound  upon  the 
same  quality,  and  it  would  he  greater,  only  for 
the  fact  that  first  rate  cattle  are  very  scarce.  Two 
or  three  fancy  lots  sold  to-day  at  19al9}  per  lb., 
but  the  top  of  the  market  for  good  cattle  is  18c 
per  lb.  Good  medium  steers  sold  at  16al7c,  and 
smooth  State  stock  grars  steers  at  12al^ — one 
lot  on  Ihe  scales  at  12c  upon  67  lbs.  per  cwt. 
Those  of  lower  quality  sold  as  low  as  8al0c.  The 
range  of  price  is  from  8al9Jc  per  pound,  on  the 
net  weight  of  meat,  seller  sinking  offal,  that  is 
hide,  fat,  etc.  At  these  rates  trade  is  dull,  and 
buyers  often  get  cattle  at  their  own  offers.  Of 
course  the  estimate  of  weights  is  in  favor  of  buyers. 

Swine— The  hog  market  is  not  much  changed 
from  last  week,  and  never  was  higher,  tome  sales 
being  reported  during  the  week  at  14c  per  lb. 
live  weight. 

Sheep  and  Lambs — The  sheep  market  is  better 
for  drovers  than  last  week.  Prices  are  slightly 
higher  and  sales  quicker.  Good  droves  sell  to 
wholesale  butchers  at  8Jc  per  lb.,  and  in  smaller 
lots  at  9c:  and  good  fair  quality  of  about  90  lbs. 
average  at  8Jc.  Prices  also  ran  high  the  last  days 
of  the  past  week.  Some  extra  lots  sold  at  9Jc  per 
lb.  Lambs  arc  quick  to  day  at  11c  per  lb.,  live

One  of  the  most  extended  pieces  is  entitled 
“A  Death  in  the  Desert,”  and  is  an  imagi¬ 
nary  record  of  the  last  hours  of  the  Apos¬ 
tle  John,  with  his  half-soliloqnizing  medi¬ 
tations  on  the  great  themes  of  which  he 
had  irritten.  It  dlsolosee  not  only  the 
genius  of  the  poet,  but  his  deep  sympathy 
with  the  objeots  of  Ohristian  faith.  There 
are  other  poems  of  the  volume  which  are 
well  worthy  the  high  reputation  of  the 
authpr,  but  one  feels  sometimes  at  a  loss  to 
understand  his  drift,  and  grows  weary  at 
last  of  the  studiously  compressed  style 
which  leaves  so  much  to  be  pondered  over 
and  60  much  to  be  guessed  at.

A  Young  Hebo  — It  is  related  of  Melvin 
M.  Starkwether,  of  Oompany  D,  7th  Wis¬ 
consin  Veteran  Volanteers— whose  death 
occarred  on  the  24th  of  May  last,  at  the 
Uhited  States  Hospital  near  Jerioo  Ford, 
Ya. — that  he  had  passed  throagh  eighteen 
battles  nnhart,  bat  in  the  second  day’s 
battle  of  the  Wildemees  he  was  wcanded 
in  the  shoalder,  and  taken  to  the  hospital 
at  Fredericksburg.  Here  having  partially 
recovered  he  one  day  heard  heavy  fighting 
going  on,  and  broke  anceremcnionbly  for 
the  fight,  foand  bis  regiment  and  went  in, 
when  he  was  wonnd^  in  the  thigh  and 
again  carried  to  the  hospital.
